I HAVE the honour to lay before you the detailed Abstracts of the 
Marriages, Births, and Deaths which have been registered in England 
and Wales during the year 1854. 

The registers of that year contain the names of 3 19,454 persons who 
married, of 634,405 children bom, and of 437,905 persons who died: 
^»39i)764 new names have thus been enrolled on the national registers. 
The marriages took place within the year ; a few of the deaths, and a 
certain proportion of the births, occurred at the close of 1853 ; but as 
nearly the same numbers of the births and the deaths of 1854 are regis- 
tered in the books of 1855, the births, deaths, and marriages registered 
in 1854 may be taken, for all ordinary purposes, to represent the numbers 
in that year. 

The natural increase by the excess of births over deaths was 196,500, 
or probably still more, as through defects in the law all the births are 
not yet registered. 

The number of immigrants into England is unknown ; but the number 
of emigrants from the ports of the United Kingdom at which there are 
Government emigration agents amounted to 323,429 : of whom 90,966 
were ascertained to be of English origin, or, taking a due proportion of

girls.* 5^>^^^ ^^ ^^® emigrants of English origin sailed for the Australian 
colonies and New Zealand ; 6^436 for the British North American colonies ; 
39^51 for the United States; and 134 for all other places. 

The rate of marriage was such, that to eveir hundred persons living 
1*716 married, while to the same number of persons 3*407 children 
were bom, and 2*352 persons of all ages died. The difference between 
the rate of birth and death was i *o55 per cent. The rates of marriage, 
birth, and death — ^which were, in round numbers one in 58, one in 39, and 
one in 43 of the population — exceeded the averages of 17 years. 

Mabriages. 

Of 159,727 marriages celebrated in the year, 13^1,109 were performed 
according to the rites of the Established Church, and 25,618 were other- 
wise peiibrmed ; so of 100 marriages, 84 were celebrated in the churches 
of the Establishment, 16 in the Dissenters' chapels and elsewhere ; or the 
proportions of the two classes were nearly 5 in churches, to i elsewhere. 
The proportions are nearly the same as the proportions in the previous 
Tear. Up to that year the marriages ** not according to the rites of the 
l^tablished Church^ had increased from 8125 in 1841 to 26,478 in 
2853 ; while the marriages " according to the rites of the Established 
Church" had increased from 114,371 to 138,042. 

Of the marriages according to the rites of the Church of England, 
15 were celebrated by s})ecial licence, 381 1 on certificates of the super- 
iatendent registrars ; 21,048 on common licences, and 105,050 after banns. 
The clergy m registering 4185 of the marriages did not state whether 
they were performed after banns, or by licence. It will be observed 
that the marriages after banns were as Jive to every one by licence. The 
proportion of marriages after banns to those by licence is less than it

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has eyer been in anj jear, except 1847, since 1841 ; and it is evident 
that the pressure of the high prices of provisions, and of other circnm- 
stances, depressed the poorer classes of society more than the classes who 
nsnallj marrj by licence. Upon comparing the proportional numbers of 
marriages by licence and after banns ; it appears that when the price of 
wheat is low or moderate the proportion of marriages by banns pre- 
ponderates to the greatest extent. 

In the subjoined Table (a) it is assumed that the marriages by licence 
represent the marriages of the higher and middle classes of society, and 
that those after banns represent the marriages amongst artizans and 
labourers. 

If the facts for the 14 years are arranged in the order of the prices 
of wheat, it is seen that Uie marriages among the higher classes were 
relatively rather more frequent in the ^se years when the prices were 
highest than in the five years when the prices were lowest ; while the 
marriages were most frequent among the classes who marry by banns, 
when the prices of wheat were low ; and as these classes are the most 
numerous, they regulate the general result. 

There is less fluctuation in the marriages of the rich than in the 
marriages of the poor, and the rise has hitherto not been simul- 
taneous in the two classes ; so that the difference in the proportion of 
marriages by banns and marriages by licence is a very sensitive 
test of the condition of the lower classes. This \i'iil be evident on 
inspecting the Table (6), in which the facts are arranged in the order 
of the prices of wheat ; and where it will be observed that, notwith- 
standing several irregularities, there is a general correspondence between 
the figures in the columns 3 and 6. 

The cost of the marriage licence is on an average about 50^., while 
the usual fee for the publication of banns is one shilling ; and the other 
marriage fees vary in the same direction, but not in the same proportion. 
If we exclude the persons married " not according to the rites of the 
Established Church," — who are sufficiently well represented in respect of 
wealth by those who are married in the church by licence, and after 
banns — the population is thus voluntarily divided into two great classes, 
(i) those who are willing to pay 50*. for a licence, and (3) those who 
marry after banns ; the numbers of the two classes on an average of 14 
years being to each other as one to S' 3S* In these Tables (a) and (b) 
the classes are designated by general terms for the sake of distinction ; 
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and the facts afford some guide in estimating the relative numbers of 
two great classes of society, which are well marked, but are not divided 
bj specific names. The licences cost about 54,000/., the publications of 
banns not less than 5,400/. in the year. 

Of the 25,618 marriages not according to the rites of the Established 
Church, 7813 were performed in the registered places of Roman Catholics, 
9873 in the registered places of other Christian denominations, and 7503 
in superintendent registrars' offices. 52 marriages were celebrated by 
Quakers, and 287 by Jews. The number of marriages in this class 
declined. 

The Roman Catholic marriages increased from 2280 in 1844 ^^ ^375 ^ 
1853 ; and 1854 is the first year in which the rate has descended. 
If the marriage rate is i marriage to 117 of the Roman Catholic popu- 
lation, their numbers must be about 914,121 in England and Wales. 
The Roman Catholics are chiefly found in Lancashire (3096 marriages), in 
London (1281), in Staffordshire (530), Warwickshire (276), Cheshire 
(304), Yorkshire (697), Durham {^zS)^ Northumberland (193), Monmouth- 
shire (125), and South Wales (221). South of the Thames there are few 
Roman Catholic marriages ; and they are very thinly scattered over the 
North Midland, South Western, and the Eastern counties. The marriages 
in the roistered places of other Christian denominations are more equally 
diffused over England, In Wales, to 6543 marriages according to the rites 
of the Established Church there are 3368 other marriages ; of which 1985 
were celebrated in the registered places of worship of Dissenters, and 
1016 in superintendent registrars' offices. 

Marriages of minors. — 9210 men and 28,797 women, or 38,007 men and 
women, married under 2 1 years of age ; so that the proportion of minors 
in 100 men who married was 5 * 77, in 100 women 18*03 ; in too consisting 
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of 50 men aUd 50 ^amen 11 -90. The proportional number of minofs 
has varied iti the Tourtcen years 1841-1854, fi-om 4M7 to ^-jy men, 
and from I3'i6 to iS'Oj women. During the five years 1841-45, ihe 
mean proportion of minors in 100 married varied from S'O; to 9*00; 
daring the five years 1850-54, the proportion varied from lo-o: to 
ii'po. The cause of tliis great increase of early marriages, whatt^ver it 
may be, has come into operation chiefly since 184U ; and its eflects aru 
every year increasing. 

The number of young vromon who married under age in London, out of 
100 of all ages was 11 ; while in the following counties the girls under 
ftge exceeded ao per c«nt. of the whole number married : Herts 33, Bucks 
3j, Northampton 34, Huntingdon a6, Bedford 05, Cambridge aj, Essex 
30, Cornwall ii, SlatTord 39, Leicester ai, Notts ao, Lancashire ai. West 
Riding of York 35, Durham 24, Monmouth sa. 

The number of young men who married under age, out of 100 
of all ages in London was 3. In the following counties the pro- 
portions exceeded 7 young men under the age of 21 : Bucks 9, North- 
ampton 10, Huntingdon 9, Bedford la, Cambridge 9, StalTord 10, 
Warwick 7, Leicester 9, Nottingham 8, Lancashii'e 8, West Riding of 
Yorkshire 8, Surrey, Kent, Hants, Middlesex, Devon, Salop, Hereford, 
the North Riding of Yorkshire, Northumberland, Cumberland, and 
Westmorland are remarkable for their deviation from the average in 
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the opposite direction ; in none of these counties did the minors exceed 
4 in I GO of the men married. 

In Hereford the fewest men (2 in 100) many under 21 years of age ; in 
Bedford the most (12 in 100) many under 21 years of age. 

First marriages and re-marriages, — 137,967 bachelors, 145,330 spinsters, 
21,760 widowers, and 14,397 widows, married in the year ; 6826 bachelors 
married widows, 14,189 widowers married spinsters, and 7571 widowers 
married widows. Of 100 men who married, 14 were widowers, 86 were 
bachelors; of 100 women, 9 were widows, 91 were spinsters. The pro- 
portional number of widows who re-married was greatest, (11) in Here- 
fordshire, least (3) in Rutlandshire ; in Hampshire, Staffordshire, Lanca- 
shire and Monmouthshire, also the widows exceed 10 in 100. The 
proportion of widowers who re-married was greatest in "Wiltshire (16), 
least (10) in Middlesex. 

Signatures of persons married. — ^47,843 husbands and 68,175 wives 
signed the married register with marks; 111,884 husbands and 91,552 
wives wrote their names. The proportion of men who signed with marks 
was 30, of women 43, giving ^6 in 100 as the average number of both 
sexes at the marriage age, who did not write. 

The proportion of men who signed with marks fell from 32*7 in 
1 841, to 30*0 in 1854 ; so that the numbers of men left in this benighted 
state fell by 2*7 per cent, in 14 years. The women who made their 
marks were 48*8 per cent, of the whole number in 1841, and 42*7 per 
cent, in 1854. The decrease is 6*1 ; or i in every 8 of the original 
number. This shows that the education of the people made some 
progress in the years 1 828-1 841 ; but it is still deplorable to find 
that in the present day 30 in every 100 of the fathers, and 43 in every 
100 of the mothers, of the next generation of Englishmen have been so 
imperfectly educated, that they do not write their names, but sign the 
marriage registers with marks ; while many of those who write their 
names write very imperfectly. 

One of the most acute thinkers that this country has ever produced, 
pointed out in 1745 the necessity of instituting a settled system of educa- 
tion in England. In ancient times all classes of the lay population were 
unable to write ; but in the present age all the middle as well as the 
higher classes can write, and the poor children consequently who grow 
up deprived of this art are placed at much greater disadvantage re-

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latively to the other classes than the children of the lower classes in the 
middle ages ; which, moreover, threw open the hospitable doors of the 
colleges to poor scholars. Now also elementary learning is more useful 
than it was formerly : no business can be carried on successfully 
without it ; it facilitates and lightens as well as sweetens labour ; 
it cements the ties of blood and friendship; and, finally, it gives good 
men some additional power in controlling the dark passions of our

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nsture ; for teaming is the atmospliere in which the words of the wise 
reverberate ovor the souls of nationB, drawing them from error and 
injustice to truth and righteousness. 

The provbion under the Poor Law against starvation is undoubtedly 
made at great cost to this nation ; but it is a cost well incurred, for not 
only are rasMj lives saved from death by accidental destitution, but the 
heart of the whole laboring population is sustained amidst the conflicts of 
life, and the property of the country enjoys a degree of security which is 
possessed by the property of no people where the destitute poor have no 
legal claim to relief. 
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B7 paying in the form of poor rate a portioD of the profits of property, 
the property is enhauced in value, and the rest of tbo profit is enjoyed 
by its owners in security. That discovery wna made in England some 
centuries ago ; and it haa been carried out more effectually during the 
present century. 

The utility of a system of education, to sccuro the whole populalJon 
against tlio dangers of ignornnce, is as evident as iho utility of a 
syatem of poor laws. This ia ably argued in a discourse by lie 
author of the " Analogy ;" and no argument in his great work 
deserves more attention, for none ia more conclusive. If the presorva- 
tion of the Uvea of poor children ia wisely provided for by a regulated 
legftl provision, so ought also a certain provision to bo similarly made 
for the cultivation of their intelligence : " For the public u as much 
interested in the education of poor children as in the preservation of their 

How many children have for a century, notwithstanding Butler's 
reasoning, been left out of the pale of education under the voluntary, or 
what may more appropriately be named the casual system is evident ; 
and the wisdom of educating the whole of the rising generation, whether 
they live in Cornwall or in Northumberland, in Staffordshire or in Bed- 
fordshire, in the most benighted county or in the county of greatest 
comparative light, is now self evident. But to carry out this vast 
purpose the casual system is unequal. It would require a century 
probably for tho development of its resources, which even then would 
never reach lai^ sections of the population ; and in that time nearly 
every child and man now living would be dead. The voluntary system 
would not be superseded, but would bo the necessary supplement to tho 
established schools ; as all our institutions that work most satisfactorily 



* The followuig U the argumeiiE of Biahop BuUer: — " Fonnerl;, not only Ihe^ncUion 
of poor childrcD. but bIbo tbeir mainlenance, wilh that of the other poor, wis left la 
TOluntarj cliBriliea. But great o!i»ngea of dif&rent sorts happening over Ihe lutioD, and 
ebsrity becoraiug more cold, or tbe poor more numerous, it was found aecessBTf 10 mitke 
tome l^al protisioD for them. This migbt, mncb more properly than cbarily schools, be 
called 11 new scheme. For, nilbout question, the education of poor chiidren was all along 
t»ken care of by volnatary chsriliel. more or lew ; but obliging ya by law to maintain the 
poor was new in the reign of Qneeo Elizabeth ; yet, becaose a cbaage of drcumstanoes made 
it necestury, it! noTelty was no reason against ii. Now in that legal provision for the main- 
tenance of the poor, poor children must doubtless have had a part in common with grown 
poqile. But this could oerer be sufGcienl (or children, because their case always leqtiires 
more than mere loainteaaacei it requires that they be educated in some proper manner. 
Wberever there ure poor who want to be maintained by churitj, tbcre must be poor 
children wbo besides this want to be educated by charity. And whenever Ibere began 
to be need of U^l prDviiion for the murnonanct of the poor, there muet immediatety 
have been need also of some parlkular legal provision in bebalf of poor children ftir their 
edacatioH ,• this not being included in what we call their muinlemince. And many whoee 
parent* are able to maintain them, and do so. may yet be utterly neglected as lo their 
education. But possibly it mtgbt not at lir^t be attended to, tbat the ca»e of poor children 
was thus a case by ittcli, whirb required its own particular provision. Certainly tt would 
not appear to tbe generality so urgent an one as the want of food and raiment. And it 
might be necessary that a burden so enlirely new as that of a poor-lax was at the time I 
■m speaking of. should be us light as possible. Thus the legal provision for the poor was 
flnt settled, without any particular consideration of that additional want in the case of 
children 1 as it still remains, with scarce any alteration in this reipecL In tbe meantioie, 
u the poor still increased, or charity still lessened, many poor children were left exposed, 
not to perich for want of food, but to grow up in society, and learn everything tbat is evil 
and nothing tbat is good in it ; and when they were grown up, greatly at a loss in what 
honest vay to provide for themselves, if they ixmld be supposed inclined to it. And larger 
numbers whose case was not so bad as this, jet were very far from having due care taken 
of their edai'iition. And the evil went on iocreaiing until it wai grown to such a degree 
•ato be quite out nf tbe compass of separate charities to remedy." — Bishop Butler's Sennon, 
preached at Ctuistchorch, London, on 9th May 1745, 
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have a mixed character, — so the zeal of individuals and of classes in 
supporting their own private schools would stimulate the local parish 
boards of education. 

If there is anything in which the holders of rated property are especially 
interested it is the education of the people ; and to the national system, in 
which all are interested, all should contribute in the equitable proportion 
of their means. 

In London 88 of every loo husbands wrote their names, in Cumberland 
84, Westmorland 82, Northumberland 80, Yorkshire (North Riding) 8o. 
In the following counties the proportions who wrote their names were 
70 and under 80 in 100 : Kent, Sussex, Hampshire, Middlesex, Devon, 
Gloucester, Warwick, Leicester, Lincoln, Derby, Yorkshire (East 
Hiding), Durham. In a shaded educational map these would be light 
counties. 

In the following counties, which would be marked by dark shades, and 
which may be called benighted in comparison with their neighbours, less 
than 60 in 100 husbands wrote their names, and from 40 to 50 made their 
marks : Hertford* Huntingdon, Bedford, Cambridge, Essex, Suffolk, 
Norfolk, Salop, Stafford. In Stafford 54 husbands wrote their names, 
46 made their marks ; in Huntingdon 52 wrote their names, and 48 made 
their marks. These would be the darkest counties in an educational map 
of England. 

The women in London are nearly as well able to write as the men ; and 
79 in 100 wives wrote their names. Where the women are able they 
write their names in due proportion to the men ; and many who write 
very indifferently still write their names. The number who being able 
to write sign with a mark must be inconsiderable; and it will, at any 
rate, be a fair hypothesis to assume that timidity among women of the 
same d^ree of instruction operates as a constant quantity in every 
county ; yet in some counties of England 78, in others only 40, in 100 
wives wrote their names. There is no reason to believe that the women 
of Staffordshire or Lancashire, where 60 in 100 made their marks, are 
more troubled by maidenly timidity than the women of Westmorland, 
where 22 only in 100 made their marks in the registers. 

The counties over which the darker shades fall in a map showing the 
educational condition of women, would be Hertford, Bucks, Northampton, 
Huntingdon, Cambridge, Suffolk, Norfolk, Cornwall, Salop, Worcester, 
Warwick, Leicester, Nottingham, Derby, and Durham ; as in these 
counties from 40 to 50 in 100 wives made their marks : but the shade 
would be black over Bedford (55) ; Stafford (60) ; Chester (52) ; Lan- 
caster (60) ; Yorkshire, West Riding (54) ; as in these five counties 
more than half of the wives made their marks in the registers instead 
of writing their names. 

I have excluded the Welsh division from this comparison, as the pro** 
portional number of women able to write is less than in any English 
county ; for 6^ wives out of 100 in Monmouth, 64 in North Wales, and 
67 in South Wales, made their marks, and only 37, ^6y and ^^ in 100 
wrote their names. The education of the men is also very defective ; in 
Monmouth jo, in South Wales 44, in North Wales 42 in 100 made their 
marks ; 50, 56, and j8 wrote their names in the registers. It would not 
be fair to the Welsh people to refer this great defect to inferior aptitude, 
as it is partly the result of the great difficulties which many necessarily 
encounter in obtaining any literary education in the Welsh language, 
and to the embarrassments into which those of them fall who in their 
situation endeavour to acquire a practical knowledge of two languages. 

It will be a happy circumstance when the men and women of England 
lujd Visiles are educated, and can not only write their names and read 



tbeir Bible, but are famtlittr with the great works of the English 
cl&ssical writers, know something of common tilings, and are acquvnted 
with manj of the productions, tlie phenomena, and the laws of natnrs. 
It will be aa a new revelation i for then, indeed, to them that sit in 
darkness light will come. Might not the produce of the intelligence 
which would burst forth from the people, who, down to the lowest 
classes, have in ihcm the elements of all kaowloilge, as experieuco 
has showD, justify the expenditure ? What moro profitablo Investment 
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can the nation mftke of a few farthings in the pound of its annual 
produce? 

Regisiercd build'ttffs for the tolemnhation of marriaget. — The number 
of such buildings en the register wil4 ;0o :it tbe mid of the year 18541 
and of this numbi?r ia5j belonged to the Independents, 815 to the Baptists, 
594 to Weslejau Methodists of various forms. (Table YL) 
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or the Number of Births in each Quurter 10 1 OOO Births im the Ave rage Quarter. 
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JBirihs (exclitsive of Still-bam). — 634,405 children were registered in 
the year; and the proportion to the population was 3*407 per cent, or 
nearly i in 29; the average of the last 17 years being 3*270, or i in 31. 
The birth-rate, therefore, exceeds the average. 

Sex, — ^324,069 boys were born, to 310,336 girls; so to every 100 girls 
104*4 ^78 were bom. The proportion of boys is less than in the ti^ree 
previous years, but is greater than it was in 1850. The exact proportions 
from i8jo to 1854 inclusive, were i04'2; 104*7; 104*6; 105*1 ; 104*4. 

The proportion of boys to 100 girls was in London 103 ; in West- 
morland 113 (highest); in Sussex 109; in Wilts 100 ; in Rutland 95. 
The numbers fluctuate from year to year in the same county ; and by a 
well-established mathematical law, the fluctuations are greatest among the 
smallest pumbers. (Table YII.) 

Seasons. — 160,785 births were registered in the first quarter of the 
year (January, February, March); 172,457 in the second quarter;

154,734 in the tbird quarter ; and 14^439 in the foortb quarter. The 
proportional numbers in the four quarters of the ]'ear, if we take looa 
as the fivi'rnge, was 1026, 1090, 91^8, and 916. The proportions vary in 
different counties in Dorset. (Icrcford, and Salop the excess that is 
thrown on the second quarter is the greatest. (Table YUL) 
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Childreti bom out of vtdhck, — 40,741 children were born out of 
wedlock ; and of that number 20,978 were boys, 19,763 were girU i so 
tbe proportion of boys was lod-i to loo girls, while the proportion 
of boys born in wedlock was 104-3 to 100 girls. 

6'4 in !oo of the children born in 1854 were born out of wedlock. 
The proportions in the five years 1850-54, run 6-'i; 6-8 j 6-8 ; 6"5 ; 
6*4 i thus indicating a gratifying diniinution in their numbers ss com- 
pared with the numbers of children koni in wedlock and fostered by tho 
care of both father and mother. This may be the ret^ult of improved 
mannera, or of the diminution of the number of young unmarried women 
by early marriages. The fuct is in itself gratifying ; and the cause of the 
altered proportions, whatever it might be, is in general operation all over 
the country. 

Even Norfolk, Herefordshire, Shropshire, Kottinghamshire, Cumber- 
latid, and Westmorland, which huve hitherto enjoyed an unhappy pre- 
eminence, show symptoms of improvement in the figures. In every 
100 children born, Norfolk had 1 1 -4 born out of wedlock in iSjj, and

of 10*6 and 10*3 ; Shropshire 9*6 and 9*4; Nottinghamshire 9*5 and 
8*4; Cumberland 10*7 and 9*9; Westmorland 10*4 and 9*1. 

The people of Surrey (j '8), Middlesex (5*9), Huntingdonshire (5*7), 
Devonshire (5*8), Cornwall (5*2), Gloucestershire (.;* 7 ), and Warwick- 
shire (5*5)9 dieserve especial mention, for in none of these counties were' 
6 in 100 children born illegitimate ; and thus these counties maintain 
the fav oura ble position which they have held from the commencement.

Hie return must not, however, be considered an infallible test of the 
morality of the unmarried women of the several counties, for various 
reasons. This is measured more exactly t)y taking the proportion of 
children bom out of wedlock to the number of unmarried women of the 
ages 15-55 > ^ '^^ ^^^'^ ^^ ™y ^4^^ annual Report (see p. xii.) Other 
disturbing causes interfere ; and in London and in the large towns it' 
is probable that many illegitimate children are either not registered, or 
are registered so as to be undistinguishable in the register from children 
born in wedlock.

died in the year. This is greatly in excess of the average rate, which in 
the last 17 years was 2*245 ' ^^^^ ^h nearly 22 in 1000, or i in 45, of 
the population. (Table X.) 

The excess in the mortality was prodacod by an epidemic of cholera, 
which is described subsequently. 

The mortality of males was at the rate of 2*434 per cent, on the male 
population, of females 2*273 per cent, on the female population ; so the 
mortality rate of males was to that of females as 107 to 100. The 
fluctuation of this element in 17 years extends only from 106 to 109, 
the average being 108. 

The average mortality rate of males is 2*326, of females 2* 164 ; or for 
the 17 years i in 43 males, and i in 46 females. The mortality rate of 
each sex in 1854 was i in 1000 above the average. The deaths of males 
were to the deaths of females as 103 to 100 ; there being more females 
than males living in England. 

The counties arranged in the order of their mortality rate stand as in 
Table XII. ; in which the density of the population is also shown. 

The mortality rate varies with age ; it reaches a high point in early 
infancy, and declines till at the age of puberty, 10-15, it is at the 
minimum ; it then rises gradually up to the age of 55 ; and after that age 
it increases rapidly, doubling every ten years.

Generally the mortality under lo years of age in 1854 exceeded the 
average rate at that age during ten years; at other ages the difference was 
not considerable ; but this average embraces the two cholera epidemic 
years (1849 and 1854); and upon comparing the rates in 1854 at different 
ages with the rates in 1845 and 1850, it will be seen that the mortality 
was raised at nearly all ages by the epidemic 

The deaths in the four quarters of the year presented this unusual 
result in England : the numbers in July, August, September (i 13,843), 
exceeded the numbers in January, February, March (111,843). The 
proportions in the consecutive quarters of the year, after correcting for 
inequalities in the length of the months, were 1036, 940, 103 1, and 993 ; 
1000 being set down as the quarterly average. 

The Reports which accompanied the returns published at the close of 
each quarter are reprinted in the Appendix. 

The causes of death are discussed by Dr. Farr in a letter addressed to 
me, which is also printed in the Appendix.

THE MARRIAGES, BIRTHS, AND DEATHS 

IN ENGLAND. 



This Return comprises tlio Bibths mid Deaths registered ly aiyi Rt^gbtrara iu^ 
all the districts of Englnnd during the winter quarter ending March Jist, i8>4: 
And the Marriaqes in 11039 churuliea or chapeU, about 3479 registered pUces of 
worship unconnected with the Established Church, and 6ij; tiuperin ten dent U^it- 
trars' nlTices, in the quarter that ended December 31st, 1853, 

The Return of Marriages ia not complttto ; but the defects are inconsiderablei a 
approKimative numbers have been supplied from the records of previous years. 

The general aspect of the returns is Tavourablc. The marriages in t' 
quarter of iS^j not only greatly exceeded tlie mean proportion, hut the 
mom of the previous years. In the quarter that ended on March 31st, 1854 the 
births exceeded the average ; and the public health of the country was nuch 
that the mortality was considerably below the average of the lust ten years. The 
improvement is chieHy in the country diatrict^, as in the towna the deaths rath(~ ' 
increased in proportion to the population, and are still, out of tbe same populat' 
on»-third part more numerous than the deaths in the surrounding country. 

MASRIAGBS. 

The number of marriages continues to exceed the average : 9777a jiersous wei-e 
married in the quarter ending December 31st j3,;3, — a gri'atcr number than has

been recorded in any corresponding period since the Registration Act came into 
force in 1837, and 3356 in excess of the 94416 persons who were married in the 
same period of 1852. On an average of December quarters of the ten years 1844—53, 
the proportion of marriages to every 1 00000 persons living was 999 ; in the same 
qparter of 1853 the proportion was 1075. In the following counties the inoteMJip 
in the number of marriages is most perceptible : — Sussex, Hampshire, Bedfordshire, 
Essex, Suffolk, Norfolk, Wiltshire, Cornwall, Gloucestershire, Shropshire, Stafford- 
shire — where the marriages in the December quarter of the last five years have been 
1743, 1770, 1782, 1892, and 2208, respectively — Worcestershire, Lincolnshire, 
Derbyshire, the three Ridings of Yorkshire, Durham, Northumberland, Westmor- 
land, Monmouthshire, and South Wales. An increase is apparent in most 
of the large towns in the coal and iron districts of the Midland and Northern 
Counties, but many of the chief seats of textile manufactures exhibit a decrease : 
marriages fell off in Nottingham, Stockport, Great Boughton (Chester), Wigan, 
Bolton, Bury, Manchester, Burnley, Preston, — in which town the marriages de- 
clined from 333 to 258 — and in Halifax. 



BIRTHS. 

160892 births were registered in the first quarter of the year 1854, being a 
decrease of 706 as compared with the 161 1598 births registered in the correspon£ng 
period of 1853. In addition to London the only counties in which an increase in 
the number of births appears are Surrey, Gloucestershire, Shropshire, Staffordshire, 
Worcestershire, Warwickshire, Leicestershire, Nottinghamshire, Cheshire, Lanca- 
shire, Durham, and South Wales.

The rise in the prices of the chief articles of food which wm nodced id the 
ammiier and autumn quarters of 1853 has continued daring the first three 
months of the ^ear 18^4. The average price of wheat in England and Wales 
WM 45<. /</. per quarter in the three first monthn of i3j3 ; in the same 
period of the present year the price has averaged 791, 6d. per quarter, being 
an increase of 75 per cont. Tim average weekly quantity sold in the cities and 
towns which make returns was 9^11^ quarters, representing an expenditure of 
about 316,767/. weekly in the quarter ending Msrch 31st, 1853, while in the same 
period of the present year 60021 quarters have hecn sold for about 238,587/. 
Meat has been somewhat dearer; and potatoes, which averaged 127*, 6d. per too 
at Waterside Market, Southwaik, in the quarter ending March 31st, 1853, rose to 
140*. ill the same period of tlio present year, being an increase of 10 per cent. 
Meanwhile the country has been in a prosperous stale, and, notwithstanding that 
" strikes " have prevailed in some places, the working class on the whole have been 
apparently well employed, at good wages.

RTATE OF THE PtIBUS HEALTH. 

Tbe returns from all England and Wales, for the first quarter of this year, record 
tie deaths of 11 tp^o peraons. The general result is, that while on an average 
of tea jrinter quarters a- 4g3 peraoJiiiiisi. annually out oS 100 ^Vvct^, ui iha last

qunrler tlie proportion was 3'48i. The people wore subject lo ntiher less t 
the ordiimry rate of mortitlity. And althougli many sufl'ercd taiolly I'rom scv«r6 
weatlii-r near the commt'neeniniit of the ijutirter, nm) sudden I'hangea during its 
course, th(! dues of diseitscs tliut prcvuil ainoug children RpiKars to Iiuvu been 
more subdued. 

Id London (L) 1^534 deaths were registered, a greater number than in anyuf 
four corresponding quurters ( i8.^o-.?3). The increase arises chiefly from the zymotic 
class of dise&ses, whicli destroyed 3154 persons. Hooping-cough was far more 
fatal than any other in thi:> class, the number of deaths referred to it being 941, 
whilv lo typhus, which was fatal in the next degree, the number is 5S1. Scarlatina 
is third in the order of mortality, and numbers 417 ; measles 344 ; diarrhoea 308, 
a number which proves that this complaint was considerably more rife than is 
usual in winter. Uinrrhoca in the five winters produced gucccssiToly 307, 323, 
aa_5, 13 I, and, as has been stated, 308. There were only 7 deaths from cholera in 
the three months. Bronchitis and pneumonia were both extensively fatal. Cancer 
numbered 213, 2^6, 331, 343, and aSi deaths in the Gve quarters ; carbuncle 2, 
3, 17, 10, 2,1, showing u constant increaie. The d<'aths referred to iiitemiM^rancu 
last quarter are 19, besides 34 to delirium tremens ; those to privation 11 ; besides 
76 to want of breast-milk. 

The South Eastkkn Uivisiun (II.) enjoyed an average amount of health. The 
deaths entered on its registers were 8446, which is about a thousand less than the 
deaths in the first quarter of 1833. Parts of Kent suffered from ncartmina, and 
in Maidstone and Sandgate, where it prevailed, the deaths have been above the 
average. The scaaon appears to have been fatal in Tunbridge, Phtcea on the Bouth- 
(M«t coast, about Deal and Dover, were healthy. In Hampshire, smtill-pox pre- 
vailed at Kingston and Houthajnpton, especially the hitter town, where it was fatal 
to i6 persons, many of whom were beyond the years of childhood ; but the county 
generally was not unhealthy, and at the Isle of Wight the Registrar of Newport 
states that the dryness of the season hud been beneficial. Scarlatina risitcd parts 
of Iterkshiro ; it was reported at Wallingford ; and also at Windsor, in January. 

The South Midlaxd Division (HI-), in which (S547 deaths were recorded, was 
healthy in comparison witli former periods, and of the counties of which it is 
constituted Buckingham and Huntingdon enjoyed unusual exemption from fatal 
disease, though High Wycombe was visited by smatUpox and Great Marlow by 
menslcH. Scarlatina utiackcd Peterborough ; in Shitlington, Bedfordshire, Ibe 
deaths were 35, and nearly a third was from small-pux ; aiul at Ampthill, in tlie 
same connty, hooping-cough was pruvalenl and fatal. Tlicre was typlius in Weston 
and Carlton, Cambridgeshire ; Ely, in this county, was healthy, wtiich the Regis- 
trar of Haddcnham ascribed to the dryness of the weather, for in the wet corre- 
sponding f^uarter of 1853 he registered 43 deaths, and now he returned only jo. 
pour dcallis occuri-ed from cholera at Ely, one on each of the following days, 3(1, 
4th. jth, and 8th of January. Newmarket also makes a very favourable reporL 

In the Eastetoj DmsiOM {IV.) 6104 persons died 1 the return differs little from 
the returns of the winter quariei~^. This division consists of Essex, Suffolk, and 
Norfolk. In the first of these counties the mortality was considerably higher than 
in any of the four correspmnding quarters, not excepting the unhealthy winter of 
laat year ; in the two others it was reduced btlow that of any of the same quarters. 
The diseases which placed Essex in tliis unfavourable pontiun were typhus, nieasles, 
boopiug-cough, and influenaa. Finchinglield had suffered for some months from 
typhus, which was fatal in 8 cases. The Registrar considers that nxluccd means 
of subsistence, in consequence of the high price of provisions, had favoured the pro- 
gress of the disease amongst the poor. It had prevailed also in the parish of Little- 
bury (Saffron Waldcn) and Hedingham. Small-pox attacked Hcnslead in Nortblk, 
and continued to prevail in the city of Norwich, in one of the sub-dislricls of which 
(East Wyuier) 18 deaths, and in another (Conisford) 9 dealh^ are referred to it. 

The return for the Soi;t» Westeun Divisios (^V.) is faiourable, and, as in all 
the preceding divisions except the first, exhibits an improvement on the winter 

Juarter of last year. The deaths number 9907. The mortality was hi<(,b- «- 
lighworth in Wilts, partly from tvphus, whict baa ^Tfe-;«ifc\. ^».\>«^'so*sv« •*» 
Registrar of HearUreo (St, TUomis) ntatea \W\ a\BiiiV-\«-». »i\\'Wiwi«»5i,-'^'^^"* 
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werj prevalent all over the sub-district ; and adds, ** sanatorj arrangements are nol 
omnried out." Small-pox was fatal at Newton Abbot, having caused 12 out of the 
74 deaths. Cholera destroyed 32 persons in Plymouth in the quarter ; 22 of this 
number occurred in the district of St. Peter, where cholera first appeared in i849« 
The ground is marshy, and the marsh has been almost entirely built over, and 
bovered with a dense population, who live in the most filthy and wretched condition. 
The annual mortality in St. Peter, which is usually excessive, was raised by choleni 
last quarter to 66 out of a thousand living, whilst in some parts of the same 8nb« 
district it was only 23. A case of cholera occurred in Redruth. Typhus, which 
arose at Martock in Somersetshire from an open ditch behind some cottages, bad 
been raging for several weeks, but was confined to one street. At Yeovil, out of 
60 deaths, 44 were of children under two years, who had been carried oflf bj 
hooping-cough and complaints of the respiratory organs. 

The West Midland Division (VL) furnishes the second instance, and in the 
whole series there are only two in which the deaths in a division, last quarter^ 
outnumber those of the same quarter of last year. In 1853, 14832 were recorded ; 
last quarter they rose to 14993. The three counties of Stafford, Worcester, and 
Warwick produced this result ; the other three, Gloucester, Hereford, and Shn^* 
shire, which complete the division, were healthy. In Staffordshire 5330 persona 
died, or 575 more than in the three winter months of 1853. The ravages 
of scarlatina in this county were described in the last Report : it continued to exert 
its power, but with less violence. In Sedgley (Dudley), it was fatal in 149 cases 
in the autumn quarter ; it fell to 23 in the winter quarter. The Registrar of 
Steton (Stoke-upon-Trent) again reports the disease, and repeats his complaint 
of the bad sanatory condition of the place. In Wolverhampton East, scarlatina 
still existed in its epidemic character, and in the quarter proved fatal in 29 cases. 
Measles, which was also common throughout Staffordshire, was severe at Bilston, 
tind carried off 71 children there. The weather, which was cold, and subject to 
sodden changes, raised the mortality in some parts. A case of cholera occurred 
ait Sedgley. Small-pox was increasing at Droitwich. In Birmingham the deaths 
rose by 400. 

In the NoRTu Midland Division (VII.) 7227 deaths are recorded,-^— a numbed 
.which is rather high. Scarlatina was frequent in the counties of Lincoln, Not» 
tingham, and Derby. The city of Lincoln has lost many lives from it, and in one 
of its sub-districts more than half of the deaths were from the fever ; Grantham 
and Homcastle continued to suffer. Worksop and Nottingham have been 
tinhealthy : the former had scarlatina, the latter measles. In Bakewell and 
•Chesterfield, in Derbyshire, fever much prevailed. 

• The mortality has been considerable in the North-westekn Division (VIIL)^ 
where the deaths number 18506. At Marple in Cheshire scarlatina and typhus 
were fatal; there were 14 deaths from small- pox in Congleton. In St. Thomas, 
Liverpool, 3 deaths from cholera occurred in January. Low fever was prevalent 
at Lower Crumpsall (Manchester), where " the drainage is very bad." Cholera 
was fatal in one case at Oldham. Measles and scarlatina prevailed there, and the 
latter disease infested Ulverstone, where the foul state of a stream that intersects 
the town constitutes a serious grievance. The deaths are fewer in Preston, in 
consequence of a decrease of the population, caused by the closing of mills ; 16 cases 
of small-pox were fatal there. 

The York Division (IX.) and the Northern (X.) exhibit an average con- 
dition of health. In the former the deaths were 1 1 194, in the latter 5568. Deaths 
from cholera are reported as follows : — 2 in the quarter at Hunslet, 21 in Leeds, 
with diarrhoea prevmling. Cholera and choleraic diarrhoea have been fatal also at 
Castleford (Pontefract). Sheffield, Rotherham, Doncaster, York, and Malton have 
lost children from scarlatina. The mortality rose at Whitehaven from scarlatina, 
pneumonia, and bronchitis, amongst young and old. 

The Welsh Division (XL) returns 7095. The mortality was high in the dis- 
trict of Abergavenny. Scarlatina visited that quarter; typhus, Bridgend and 
Deaohlgh, 7 fatal cases of •* sporadic cholera " occurred between the 1 7th and 
aj-tA MuvA at Cardiff.

On Ui€ Meteorology of England and Scodand, during the Quarlar ending Mitrch 3Ul^ *^Ml'' ^ 
James GiJkisuER, Esq.* FJS.S., Sec, of the British MHeorological Soektif. 

The weather during the past quarter has been very remarkable in mauy respeeH, The coI3' 
which set in on Noyember 9th continued with great severity till January 6thy aii4 a hopTier 
fall of snow occurred on January 3d over the greater part of England than has taken place Ibr 
many years. On December 29th the reading of the barometer began to decrease rapidly, and con- 
tinued so till January i, but not in an equal degree at all places. The diminution mk amch 
greater in Jersey, Guernsey, the Isle of Wight, Cornwall, and Devonshire than elsewhere. FWxn 
the ad to the 3d the readings still decreased at the above places, extending to the extreme aoatli 
coast of England, and increased at all places north of the latitude of 5 1°. iTrom the 3d to the 4th 
the readings decreased, but to a greater extent at southern than at northern stations. After this time 
the readings turned to increase in the south, whilst they decreased in the north. It is of XBre 
occurrence for the atmospheric pressure to vary so greatly in its distribution over plaeei so little 
separated. The reading was very low at all places, and the length of time during whiflih these low 
readings prevailed was very remarkable. 

Respecting the vuriatioos of temperature during those days, it is worthy of remark that those 
stations \^-kere the reading of the barometer continuously fell, were subjected to very little variation 
of temperature, whilst those where it increased and decreased were subjected to great changes and 
to low temperatures. Although the weather was cold it was not eminently so till beyond 



distance froui the south coast of England, and the extreme severity of the 3d wzb not at all Ml 
south of the parallel of Uckficld, with perhaps the exception of Brighton. On' the night of the 
2d the temperature between the parallels of 51° and 54° decreased to a very low point, bal did- 
not do so beyond those parallels either north or south. About London and its vicinity it fell 
early in the morning of the 3d to 13°, 12°, 11^, and 10°. It had reached these low poiirts at 
1 o'clock in the morning, and did not rise above them till after 8 o'clock. It was most severely. .. 
felt in the Midland counties, where the reading was as low as zero, and it was noted by Kr. Lowe 
at "4°' This was the lowest reading recoiled by any one with trustworthy instmmenta. At 
Manchester it was as low as 3°, as noted by Mr. Vernon ; but at places situated very near each other 
the points differed very considerably. It was at about the time of these low temperatures that the 
h»;avy fall of snow took place. The wind was from east at most places. A gale was blowing over 
Jersey and Guernsey ; it was very squally and stormy all day at the Isle of Wight, and over 
Cornwall and Devonshire. At the same time a fog hung over the Midland counties. The aii: wtm" 
calm in the' north in the morning, and a fresh wind rose in the afternoon. The &I1 of snow, was 
greatest over those parallels of latitude which had been remarkable for prevalence of fbg in 
November and of frequency of falls of snow in December. In parts of Cornwall there was kttle ~ 
or no snow, and but comparatively little on the south coast, west of the Isle of Wight In Lqodoa 
and its vicinity it averaged on the level about 12 inches. On the Norfblk coast it fell to thfi... 
depth of 18 inches. At Whitehaven scarcely an inch fell, whilst at Liverpool and other places in 
the same parallels the fiills were from 6 to 10 and 14 inches. Towards the north the falls were 
less heavy ; and at Allenheads, situated among the mountainous district of Northumberland, thcve - 
was none. Heavy falls of snovi had occurred previously, and at the time of the great and gi^neral 
fall it lay on the ground to the depth of several feet. The drifts averaged from 3 to 10, 12, and 
15 feet, and were deepest at Derby, Grantham, and on the Norfolk coast At the Isle of Man were"" 
drifts to tlie depth of 10 feet. 

On Janimry ist and 2d the average daily temperature was 10° below their averages, on the 3d , 
it was as much as 14° below, and till the 6th the average daUy defect was 7*^. On the ;th a period 
of warm weather set in, and continued till February 9th ; the average daily excess of temperature 
was 4^*8. From February loth to the 19th the weather was cold ; the average daily defect was 
3^*1 ; and from February 20th to the end of the quarter the average daily excess of mean tem- 
perature was 2° • 7. 

The reading of the barometer has been remarkable during a great part of the quarter. On 
I St January, at the level of the sea, it was 29* 54 in.*, it decreased by the 5 th, when the lowest 
reading during the quarter took place, viz. 29* 00 in. It continued lew for some daysj was 
30* 34 in. on the 21st; decreased to 29*63 in. by the 34th; increased quickly to 30 '63 in. bgr the 
26th; decreased to 29*83 in. by the 29th; increased to 30*40 in. by 3d February; decreased to 
29*01 in. by the 5th; increased to 3o*7Jin. by the 14th ; decreased to 29-48 in. by Uie 17th; 
attamed a reading on 4th March higher than any since January 1835, "^iz. 30*85 in. ; decreased to 
29* 98 in. by the 13th; increased to 30*52 in. by the 17th; decreased to '30* 04 in. by tl^e iSth; 
increased to 30* 59 in. by the 2 2d ; decreased to 29 '96 in. by the 26th; and increased to 30*4710. 
by the end of the quarter. 

The mean reading for January was low ; it was high in February and March. In a register frcBt 
1 77 1 there is no instance of so high a reading in March; the nearest approach was in 1834* and 
there is no instance of so high a mean reading for the months of February and March in the period 
fh)m 1771. 

The fkll of rain was about its average in January, and fell short of the average in February and 
March. The general deficiency for the quarter is 2 inches. The fall fh>m November to the end of 
March was about 5^ inches, and is less than the fall in the same five months 'than any in the 
present century.

4//. per qaarler, while tlio quaoUty sold in the English and IVcIsh 
towns that make returns wa.s less in the latter perloil by 41S0 qmtrlers weekly, ami 
tlie amount of wheat and wheal flour imported for Imme consumption remained 
nearly the same. Wheat was J3*. lod. per quarter dearer than in the correspoudii 
period of 1853. Beef and mutton in Leadenhall and Newgate, which were tl 
4jd. and ^\d., avemged j;^. and 5^.. while pnialncs are dearer by more than ij 
per cent, Tho working elasscs hnvc suffered from the necessity of increased cx| 
■lilure, which has been aggravated in some parlB by slackness of trade, but gcnei 
sufficient employment and goo>l wages have enabled them to live in circumstam 
of comfort.

The Spring of 1854 wa^ a season of more health to ihe people of Enjtiand t] 
the Spring of 1853. I0 the quarter to whicli the present r 
deaths were registered ; fewer by 5191 tlian in the same period of Ibe previo 
year. In large town populations, however, the public health wa^ by qo>i 
good during last quarter ; the rate of morlnlity was higher than the average, j 
15 died out of every thousand persons, whilst 24 represents tho average annt 
proportion. In the freer country regions and small towns, the spriug months wei 
propitious, tho average annual rale of morlalily for th.^ same season being 21 ontfl 
of a thousand, and the actual raurtalily lust quarter having been only 20 out of a] 
thoasand.

In tho IjOSOON Divrsios (I.) the dcaliis rose to i.^ir4, n nimiWr wliich ia in 
exccas even of those in the unhealthy sjirinfr of i!li3. Thp epidemic cluss ofi 
diacasca was very t'utnl, hiiving deslmyed 3686 livea, the numbers in tlve four 
corresponding (jnartera of iSjo-j having bei-n 2031, 365i, aSaS, and 3979. 
Hooping-cough and si-arlalina were thi^ principul agents in producing this result j 
they numbtir respectively 779 and 747. Croup rose from il8 usual proportion of 
■bout 80 to 114, Typhus also cxliibio an inereaso throughout the fkTC spring 
qiurtorB, in which the deaths run thus; 426, 418, 483, ^78, and {last quarter) 697. 
Small-pox, after subsiding in i8';3, has become more fatal within tlie last six 
months, but without accrfersting its progreaa during this period; in the March 
quarter it was fatal to 113 persona, in tlio next to 121. Measles carried off 476 
children, an increiiso on previous quai'ters. Diarrhtea has also been more fatal 
than usual, 315 deaths being referred to it; in the spring quarters of 1850-51 
the following were its nurabere : 200, i^r, 163, 293. Cliolera, including the 
"cholera infantum," &c, is returned in only 11 cases, purpura in ao, rhcumftdc 
ferorina3! eryaipel:i3 in 11^, a considerable increase. Under eyphills 58 deaths 
ve enumerated, also a great inerease ; and 3 persons died in the quarter froni 
hTdrophobia. loi women died after childbirih. 261 persons died from cancer, 
»5 from carbuncle. Six quarters have intervened between 1852 and the pi-eaent

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In the South Eastkrn Division (II.) the health of the pcoi)le was various. 
Amongit its five counties Httmpsliii'o was rather unrortiinntc, its dcittlH rising to 
3igo, which, though not remarkably in excess, i.t more than in any of the four 
corresponding quarters. Soutimmpton, which hud t>c«n fatallT visited hy small-pox 
in the early part of thi; year, continued to suftiT from this distemper, which 
recently, however, \\as abated. At Kingston, in the sumo county, and I.andport the 
disease showed no abatement in the last quarter; while scarlatina and typhus 
prevailed in ihc former place, and low fever was common at Newport in the Isle 
of Wight. Kent and Berlt^hirc enjoyed more than usual exemption from fntat 
diacASC. The nurabi-r of deaths in the second division was 7984 ; & great reduction 
on the unhealihj spring of iSjj; but the return is not very satisfactory as 
compared with those of ordinury years.

Intermittent fever was very 
general in the Sutton sub-district of Ely. in Cambridgeshire. Speaking of WhitUe- 
goy, the Registrar says: — " For a fen distriet this may be considered liealtliy. 
Some years ago the jarishioners tilled up all the muddy ditches in the town, 
repaved all the streets, gravelled nil the roads, and made brick drains and cess- 
pools where most required." 

The Eastkkn Division (IV.) exhibits a salisfHclory result, the deaths having 
declined iVom about 6000 to 5J'i4. .Suffolk ami Norfolk experienced a reduced 
rate of mortality, though amall-pox was pivsent at Norwich and other part« of the 
latter county. Ursett in Ksscx was decidedly unheallhy, for there scarlatina, 
bilious fever, ague, and dysentery were all prevalent. Malaria, which infests the 
district from the undrained Thames Marshes, was unusually virulent. 

The spring quarter was favourable to heiilth in Division (V.), the South 
Western ; and the deaths fell from between nine and ten thousand to 8616. The 
mortality was low in all the fivo counties which constitute this division ; viz. 
Wills. Dorset, Devon, Cornwall, and Somerset, But some exceptional WalilicH 
are mentioned such as St. Ives and Marasion, where measles and senrlalina wen- 
fatal to children, and nt Slogtitnb<.-r small-pox was very prevalent, though not 
fatal. The Registrar of Ilehcsler (Yeovil) presents an unfavourable account of the 
Rondition of labourers in his district : wages low, in some instances only 6$. 
per week, the average for able-bodied men being 8«. or 9^. ; provisions denr, and 
house Bcconimodntion bad, while many of the poor live on horse-beans and barley- 
meal of an inferior kin<I. Much discontent had arisen in consequence. 

In the West Midland Division (VI.) a bad state of health continued to 
prevnil, not universally, but in thn-e of its counties. It was remarked in the 
Beport for the winter quarter that the First Division (London) and ihc Sixth 
furnished the only two instances in which the deaths in that quarter outnumbered 
those of the same quarter in i8;,3, and it is worthy of notice that the same 
observation is strielly applicable to ihe present rftiirns, Staffordshire and 
Warwickshire am ihe two counties which produce ibis unfuriunale disiinclion. 
Staflui-dshire, in which the deaths rose from 411,5 in the spring quarter of i8_;,i 
to 4733 in last quarter, still suflirtd much from cciirlatimi and measles. One of

'must constantly unhealthy. He believes ihut so mui-h Eickaess arises from Iha 
l^axtreme destitution of its poor population in consequence of the depreseioa of tlte 
ijihbon maoufaiiture, low wageB, and dear provisions. Taking the two corre- 
lApunding quarters, the deaths in the West Midland Division ro^ from i£63i iu J 
853 to 12994 in the current year. _ I 

The deatlis enumerated in the North Midland Division (VIL) are 689^! 
I Aiincolnsliire suffered an increase of mortality, which was caused by scarlatittft 
fttorevailin^ over the county. The Lincoln, Uorncastle, Spaldiiig, and Grantham 
I uistriuts were ravaged by the epidemic, which is described aa of a very malignant 
I'^aracter at Denton. It is reported in various parts of the three counties of 
IXeicester, Nottingham, and Derby. 

The North- WESTEBN Division (VIIL), which comprehends Cheshire and 

I Iiancashire, appears to have enjoyed an average condition of health. Here 1(^273 

I deaths were registered, a number less by upwards of a thousand than were 

I returned in the same quarter of Inst year. In Liverpool the mortality was high, 

swing to the extrusive prevalence of measles. Cholera was present, but chiefiy 

amongst Irish or other visitors. There was much typhus and diarrhcca at Wigan. 

Out of 136 deaths tn the Regent-road eub-dislrict of Salford, 4a were caused by 

measles.

The Registrar of Market-atreot, 

Manchester, observes, that the inmates of the workhouse bad much uicreaBed 

because necessaries had become dearci', while there was less activity in varioua 

liranches of tratle. Great improvement in health was manifested both at BoltpD 

md IJury, a result which in both places is confidently nttributcd to the progress 

V of sanatory measures. More children than usual were born at Chorley, partly oit 

I MCount of a temporary accession to the population made by Irish lahoiirera, who 

were already on the spot waiting for harvest.

THE MARRIAGES^ BIRTHS^ AND DEATHS 

IN ENGLAND. 



This Return comprises the Births and Deaths registered bj 2196 Registrars in all 
the districts of England during the summer quarter ending September 30th, 1854; 
and the Marriages in 12066 churches or chapels, about 3539 registered places of 
worship unconnected with the Established Church, and 627 Superintendent Regis- 
trars' offices, in the quarter that ended June 30th, 1854. 

The general result of the returns is of a mixed character. The marriages in 
the spring quarter exceeded the average proportion. The births were also more 
than usually numerous in the summer quarter ending September 30th. And in the 
summer quarter also the mortality was high in consequence of the prevalence of 
the epidemic of cholera, chiefly in dense, ill-drained towns, supplied with impure 
waters. 

MARRIAGSS. 

40389 marriages were celebrated in the quarter ending June 30th. The number 
only exceeds by 54 the marriages in the corresponding quarter of 1853 ; still after 
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Marriages^ Births^ and Deaths. 



allowing for increase of population the marriages have exceeded the average of the 
ten previous years. The marriages decreased in some of the South Midland 
counties, and increased in Essex, Suffolk, Norfolk, Wilts, Cornwall, Staffordahirey 
Worcestershire, in the North Riding of York, in Durham, and in Northumberland. 

BIRTHS. 

154735 births were registered in the quarter ending September 30th. This 
number, which exceeds by 7154 the number of births in the summer quarter of 
1853, is the largest number ever registered in the summer quarter ; and allowing 
for increase of population the rate of births, 3 ' 294 per cent, per annum, ezoeeda 
the average (3*179)* The chief increase of births has been in the counties of 
Essex, Suffolk, Norfolk, Wilts, Somerset, Stafford, Worcester, Lincoln, Durham, 
Northumberland, Monmouthshire, and South Wales. 

INCREASE OF POPULATION. 

As 154735 children were born, and 1139.39 persons died in the summer quarter, 
the natural increase of population in the quarter was 40796. The increase is below 
the average. 91900 emigrants sailed, in the quarter, from the ports of the United 
Kingdom at which there are Government Emigration Agents ; 12504 sailed from 
the port of London, 6201 from Plymouth, 4134 from Southampton, and 58237 
from Liverpool, making 81066 from England ; 3538 sailed from Scotland, 7296

in the same quarters beef was j^^d, and 5|df. a pound ; and mutton was 6^ and 
6dL a pound. Potatoes are fortunately cheaper than they were last year. The 
meteorological observers state that the hay harvest has been late, and generally 
a poor crop ; that the grain crops arc good every where, and well got in ; that 
potatoes are abundant ; apples and pears scarce, turnips small. There has been 
a deficiency of rain, which, during the nine months of the year, amounts only to 
two thirds of the average ; the air has been less in motion and is less humid 
than usual ; it has been of the average temperature. Mr. Glaisher has ablj 
described all the meteorological phenomena observed. (See pp. 42-3.) 

STATS OF THE PUBLIC HEAIaTH. 

11.3939 deaths have been registered during the summer quarter, or 21607 more 
deaths than were registered in the summer quarter of the preceding year. The 
mortality in the last quarter was at the rate of 2 '4^5 P^^ cent, annually, or '285 
more than the average 2*140. The rate of mortality was raised fi*om 2*553 to 
3*121, or nearly one fourth part, in the districts comprizing the chief towns; from 
1*848 to 1*99/, or nearly one twentieth part, in the small towns and in the 
country. The fatal epidemic cholera is chargeable with this excess in the rate 
of mortality. Thus when epidemics prevail, aa well as in ordinary times, the 
towns in their present defective sanitary condition are the chief sutTerers. During 
the summer quarter, in the same population, to every three deaths in the country 
there were four deaths in the towns. 

In London the deaths in the 1.3 weeks ending September 30th amounted to 
24870, or to 1 1952 more than tlie deaths (12918) in the summer quarter of 1853. 
This excess exceeds slightly the deaths from epidemic cholera (9708), and 
diarrhoea (2069), which make 11777 in the aggregate. In the summer quarter 
of 1849 the deaths from cholera were 12847, from diarrhoea 2457, or from both 
causes 15304; and the deaths from all causes were 27100. Small-pox and

$78 [M-rBons, typtiud or fever to 678, »gue to 11. In cliildbirth ^ft mothers died; 
38 in metria or childbirth fever, and 58 in otbcr ways. Hydrophobia, which had 
been futal in London bi'fure to only faur persons in eight years, was in three 
noiitha the cause of death in fovr inatances. It is nut known whether the 
dryness of the season liud any influence in producing this result. Epilepsy wu 
fatal in an unusual number of coses (97). 609 deaths were referred to pnea- 
monia, 538 to bronchitis, 1664 to consumption. The deaths of 18 persons were 
directly referred to intemperance, 8 to privation, 4^ to cUlirium tremau, 13 to 
poison; burns and scalds were less fatal (2^) than usual; 104 persons wero 
drowned, 177 wore killed by fractures and contusions of various kinds; =8 by 
wounds. 

In every county of tlie South Eastebx Division tho deaths exceeded the 
I nvcrago : cholera waa fatal on the Thames and round the coast. The deaths in 
liGravcsend were 306, of which 81 were caused by cholera, and 43 caote from 
I Tesscts on tho river. lu nearly all tho Kentish Districts the mortality was higtifj 
r mnd cholera was in many localities fatal. Sussex and Hampshire, with tb^l 
I exception of Portsea Island and Southampton, scarcely exhibited an increase. 

Brentford, Edmonton, and other districts near London in the South MidlaHL 

CotJN'TtEs suffered severely from cholera. The sanatory arrangements aregeneraUw 

faulty. Up the valley of the Thames the mortality rose from the same causes f 

I the deaths from all causes in the districts of Oxtord and Headington rose tnm ' 

159 to i8j. In Wisbeaeb at tho bottom of tlie None Valley, where malarious dtseaee 
I a^ prevails, the deaths rose from the average of iS; to 331. Cholera wm 
P exceedingly fatal. The Kegistrar of Terrington St. Clement says :— " Tho want 
of water is very severely felt. There is scarcely any in many parts of the s 
district, nod most of that is unwholesome." 

Iti the Eastern Cotnties, West Ham, Komford, and the marshy districts c 
Essex on the north bank of the Thames, experienced a high mortality, ctiicfly from " 
cholera ; so did Ipawicli, which was the only district of Suffolk that suffered coii> 
siderably. Tho mortality was high in Yarmouth on tho sea coast of Norfolk, and 
the deatlis in Norwich wero 370 and 643 in the quarters ending September 1S53 
and 18^4. 

In the South Westeux Coukties the mortality was near the average. Sallsburf J 
Shaftesbury, Dorchester, Exeter, Plymouth, Liskeard, Bodmin, St, Austell, Bed<i 
ruth, and Penzance experienced some increase of the deaths. 

In tlie West Midland Division the mortality was below, or about the avenge^ 1 
in tlte counties of Gloucester, Hereford, and Salop ; in Cheadlc, Wolvorh&mptoni j 
Walsall, West Brorawicli, Dudley, and Stourbridge, or on the Wolrcrhamplon 
clioleru field, as it was called in the Report, the mortality was about one third 
part higher than usual ; but cholera was much less fstal than it was in 1849. 
Tlio deaths in Birmingham rose from 1087 to 141^4, from the prevalence of 
diarrhoea. 

In the NosTH Midlajto Diyision the counties of Leicester, Rutland, Nottingham, 
and Derby exhibited a mortality below the average ; in the low districts of 
Lincolnshire the mortality exceeded the average, so that the deaths tn the county 
roae from ij3i to 3091. At Cleethorpes, about 3 milea from Grimsbj^ 40 deftlhs 
from cbulem, 8 from diarrhcea, and f) from other causes occurred, "Ten deaths," 
the ReiHstrar says, " from cholera have occurred at Grimsby ; 4 of them to persons 
who fled from Cleethorpes, 3 on board ship, and the other 3 indigenous. The 
proximate causes at Cleethorpes for this outbreak must be over-crowded population^ 
b«d dntiiug^ had water, aud utter neglect of iauatoiy reguktiona."

Cheshire, except in Runcorn and Wirrall, experienced less than the average 
mortality. In Lancashire, the deaths in Liverpool and West Derby, in the thiie 
summer quarters of 18^2, 1853, 1854, were 3537, 2701, and 4563 ; and the increase 
is referable to the epidemic cholera. The deaths from all causes in the summer 
quarter of 1849, when cholera was epidemic, were 8021 in the two districts. The 
population of Liverpool and West Derby in 18 ji was 41 15 15. The deaths in 
Manchester and Sulford during the last quarter were 2789 ; tibe population was 
315956 in 185 1. Diarrhoea has been the prevailing form of disease in Manchester^ 
and the mortality has not been considerable. 

In YoRKsniKE the mort.ility is not above the average. Sheffield has suffered to 
a certain extent from the epidemic ; the deaths from all causes were 1044. 

In the NoRTUERN Counties, Stockton, Auckland, Durham, Sunderland, Cocker- 
mouth, and Whitehaven exhibit a high mortality, referable chiefly to cholera. The 
deaths in Newcastle were 587 ; in the summer quarter of 1853, when the cholera 
epidemic broke out, 208 j of the 89156 inhabitants died. 

Monmoutli, Newport, Pontypool in Monmouthshire, Cardiff and Merthyp Tydfll 
in Wales, exhibit an increase in the mortality, and the returns show that cholera 
has been and is there still prevailing. 

The Registrars complain generally of the working of the Vaccination Act as it 
affects the medical profession, the Registrars themselves, and the public. The 
following are extracts from their Reports : -^ 

Bbiouton ; St, Peters. — ^Vaccination seems very little cared for or attended to, although notioes 
are delivered by me to every parent, agreeably to the recent Act of Parliament The Act is imperfeott 
and is negligently carried out by the parent and some medical practitioners. 

Henlet ; Henley. — Vaccination is not sufficiently attended to by parents of children bom sinoe 
the passing of the compulsory Vaccination Act ; some are negligent, and others are prejudiced against 
vaccination, and some of the medical practitioners are irregular in giving certificates of snoMsaftil 
vaccination. 

Ipswich ; SL Margarets. — The Act for compulsory vaccination has not at present the desired 
eCEiect ; among the labouring classes it is very unpopular, owing to the mistaken notion that other 
diseases are produced by vaccination. Some are very violent when served with the notice reqoiriii^ 
them to have their children vaccinated. 

MiTFORD ; East Dereham. — I am sorry to state that the new Vaccination Act appears to be a 
total failure in my district, for although I have registered 224 births within the last 13 months^ omlj 
81 children appear to have been vaccinated. 

Wells ; Glastonbury. — The Vaccination Act works very badly, few successful cases being 
returned in proportion to the number of children registered, say one in five. The lower orderB are 
prejudiced against it in many instances, and the profession careless in their certificates. 

Basford ; Ilkeston. — Much greater regard has been paid to vaccination, and consequently small- 
pox has not appeared anywhere in the sub-district 

Babnsley ; Barnsley. — Vaccination is now well attended to. I have had occasion to proceed 
against several defaulters, but the great amount of prejudice existing on the introduction of the 
compulsory act is fast dying away. I have not registered a case of small-pox for nearly 2 yean. 

Wrexham ; Wrex/iam, — Respecting the Vaccination Act, the people in general approve of it 
much. I have given to parents since October 1S53, 550 notice papers, and have only received fhm 
the public vaccinators and other medical men 115 certificates of successful vaccination. Thon^ 
the people speak well of the Act, it appears there is a lock in the working of it. Having niMie 
inquiry last week among a few to whom I Iiad given the notice papers whether their children had 
been vaccinated, in several instances I found the children had been successfully vaccinated, and the 
parents had received from the vaccinator a certificate to that efifect Duplicate certificates for these 
children 1 have not received from the vaccinator ; and I am of opinion that the Register Vaccinatioa 
Book will be but of little use to the public if the medical men neglect to send the duplicate to the 
registrar.

The cold period which set in on April 2 2d continued till July 19th ; the mean dailj dtetett of 
temperature from July ist to July 19th exceeded 4°, and from Apnl a 2d to July 19th ayenged 3*4^. 
At the beginning of July the weather was bleak and variable, and the temperature was low ; on soma 
days the deficiency exceeded 6*^ or 7^, and on one the defect amounted to 10°. From July aoth to 
the end of the month the temperature was in excess, on the 35th to the amount of 12% and far the 
period it averaged 4° daily. From August ist to i8th the variations of temperature were con- 
siderable and frequent ; a few warm days being succeeded by a few cold days, and followed by a tbw 
warm days again. On August 19th a generally fine and warm period set in, and contmuad till the 
end of the quarter, the mean daily excess of temperature for this period was 2 * 6°. 

The temperature of the air for the quarter differs but little from the average. The range <^ 
temperature day by day has been unusually large, particularly in September. The temperature of 
the dew point has been low throughout the quarter, and therefore there has been less than the nsiial 
amount of water mixed with the air, and the atmosphere has consequently been less humid than uanal, 
particularly in August and September. 

The mean temperature of tlie air at Greenwich for the quarter ending August, conatitnting the 
three summer months, was 58^*0, being 1^*9 beloio the average of 80 years.

The deiicleney of ram \rhich has prev^led from the beginning of the year has continued daring 
the quarter. The fall up to the end of September is only two thirds of the average for the fltit 
9 months of the year. 

The wind has been mostly from the south-west, more steadily in the northern than in the southem 
parts of the country. Everywhere it has been light, and the air has been in less motion than osoaL 

The electricity of the atmosphere has been for the most part very weak, and aknost always 
positive. 

Thunderstorms have been less frequent than usual, and there were none of marked character. 
Scarcely any hail has fallen. Fogs began to be prevalent at the end of August There has been a 
marked absence of cumuli and cirroscratus clouds, and at times the atmosphere has been pccoliarlj 
transparent 

The hay harvest was very late, :md the crop a poor one generally. In the northern parts of the 
country hay was standing in the fields when the com was r^y to cart ofL 

Wheat was in flower about the 2d of July, and was cut in Cornwall and Devonshire about the 
9th of August ; in latitude 52° about the loth ; in latitude 53^ the 13th and 14th ; in 53^^ the i5tfa; 
^f^i^ 54° to 55^ between i6th and 3 ist; and in the neighbourhood of Dunino, whose latitude is 
56° 34', on the 26th.

The grain crops are good everywhere, and well got in. Apples and pears are scarce. Turnips 
are small from the drought Potatoes are abundant. The blight in fruit showed itself in Scotland 
about the i6th July, and the loss there from disease has been great In many places no loss has been 
sustained this year from the potato disease.

THE MARRIAGES, BIRTHS, AND DEATHS 



IN ENGLAND. 



TUIB 'Return comprises tlie Eiuths and Deatus registered by 119*5 Registrars in a 
the districts of EiigUnd during the antumn quarter that ended on December 3 iBi, 
1854; ftnd the Mabiuaues in 12091 cliurches or ehapels, about 3 jOp registered places of 
worship unconnected with the Established Church, and 627 Superintendent Regie* 
trars" offices, in the quarter that ended on September 30th, 18^4. 

The general aspect of the returns is unfavourable. The inai-riogea, though 
nbove the sverage, were proportional ly fewer than the number* in the cerrespondiug 
seasons of the four prevloua jearB, The births are below, iho deaths above the 
average. Cholera, which prevailed epidemically in the summer, when it subsided 
left tlie popuhktion unhealthy ; and while the country suffered, the towns have 
experienced an unusually high rate of mortality.

j8l,^o marriages >vero celebrated in the three months that ended ou September 
^oth 1854; or 76J00 persons were niairied; wliich is at the annual rate of S12

for the preceding ten jears was 804. The marriages declined in everjr diyision 
except the Northern, and in Wales and Monmouthshire : in Lancashire and the 
West Riding of Yorkshire the decrease was considerable. 

BIRTHS. 

146459 births were registered in the quarter that ended on December 31st ; and 
the number slightly exceeds the numbers in the corresponding quarter of 1853 ; 
bat the rate is less than the average in the proportion of 3*111 to 3*143 birtha 
per cent, per annum on the population. 

The births that were registered during the year 1854 amount to 634506, and exceed 
by 22165 the births during the year 1853. The rate of births was 3 '408 per cent. ; 
which exceeds the average by 0*095, but is less than the rate of 1851 and 1852. 

INORBA8E OF POPULATION. 

The births in the quarter exceed the deaths, and leave a balance of 36795 in 
the population ; but, after subtracting 20762* English emigrants, 15988 remain 
in excess, to which, however, a certain proportion of Irish and Scottish immi- 
griants into England must be added. 52576 emigrants left the ports of the United 
Kingdom at which there are Government Emigration officers; including 17309 
English, 3502 Scotch, 21090 Irish, 1930 foreigners, 8745 not distinguished* (X 
the number returned as English, 13568 were bound for Australia, 67 for the 
Korth American Colonies, 3674 for the Unted States, f

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Health of the Country. 



The mortality in the country districts during the year was i * 888 per cent, in 1850, 
and 2*026 in 1854. The mortality of the town districts, which was 2*288 in 1850, 
regularly increased, and was 2 '816 in 1854. The epidemic cholera was much 
more fatal in the towns in July, August, and September 1849 than in the same 
months of 1854; but, upon the other hand, the towns, in October, November, and 
December 1854, experienced a higher mortality than that of the coiTcsponding 
months in 1849. Never, therefore*, was the demand for real sanatory measures 
more urgent ; as eight millions of the population of the country are living in towns 
of some magnitude ; and the health and vigour of tiie children and parents must 
undergo constant deterioration, from the want of pure water, drainage, cleanliness, 
house accommodjition, and a well-considered medical and sanatory organization. 

Under the Registration Act the deaths of all classes of the population in 
England are registered, and the deaths that escape are quite insignificant in 
number, so that virtually the families of all the people at home have the advantages 
of registration. A provision also is made for the registration of all deaths at sea, of 
which infoimation can be formally supplied by the captains and commanders ; but 
the sea returns have not hitherto come in with any degree' of regularity. For the 
year 1854 the returns of the deaths of only 193 persons at sea have been received, 
including 123 seamen in the Royal Navy, belonging chiefly to the Baltic fleet. 
No returns of the deaths of seamen in the Black Sea have yet arrived. 

The Act has made no provision for the registration of the officers and soldiers of 
the army who die out of England ; so that while the name, age, rank or profession, 
place, time, and cause of the death of every man, woman, or child that dies at home 
are preserved in the registers, the names of the men who uphold in arms the cause 
and the fame of their country abroad find no place in these records. Otherwise 
every family that has sent forth its sons, and has lost them in the war, would 
have the satisfaction of knowing that their names were inscribed in a perpetual 
record, whether they died at Varna, perished in Scutari, sank under the waves of 
the inhospitable sea, or slumber at Alma, Balaklava, and Inkermann, under the 
earth of the Crimea, consecrated only by their bravery. 

It would be useful in other respects to have authentic official returns of the 
deaths and the causes of death in tlie army as well as in the civil population ; for it 
would at the same time dissipate the exaggeration that always attends great losses, 
and enable the public to see precisely, by the diseases and the mortality, the 
sanatory condition of the army under ditfcrcnt circumstances.

The arciiy at tliu census of 18^1* coiisisteil of 141870 officer? miil men, of whom 
66414 were atiitioneil in the Unitcil Kingdom, 194S on passnge oul or home, mid 
7349B abroad in tlie colonies uiid in tlic EkhI Indies. TlioHnnuuI mortality of tnco 
in civil life iil home of the corresiioniling uges is nt the rain of 9 in 1000, but tho 
mortality of tho troojis at home probalily cxeeetis ij; per looo; and the mortality 
of the troops abroad, and chiefly in the tropical elimates, is sneh thtit the mortality 
of tho whole army u said to lie at tlie nitc uf 30 in 1000 in time of pence. At th<!se 
rates, .^190 officers and soldiers die abroad annuallj-, uf whom about 1193 l>ehiflg 
to England, whose uainoiH, whatever their coum-ctiuri with pioperty may l»e, never 
appear on tho English registers. In tho time of war the deaths in llie army abroad 
are raise 1 in two ways ; by the augiuontAtion of the tbrees, and the increased rate 
of mortality from woundu and from the disi-usfs that have hilherto been ineidenlal 
to warfare in the field. Thus the mean strength of the British Ibice, offirert and 
men, in the Peninsula, was 66j;a ; the deaths during the 41 months that ended 
May ijth, 1814, were 3551,';, of which only 9948 happened in battle or as the 
consequences of wounds. 125 per 1000 of the 6i.|ii nttn were, on an average, 
upon the »ick list, and thnir annual mortality was at the rate of 161 |H?r 1000.* 

To tho ordinary deaths of olficers and soldiers abroad in i8,;4 must be added 
the excess of dcatlia in the war, which have been caused partly by the extension 
of the same epidemic of cholera that has prevailed in England, and partly by 
diarrha.'a, dysentery, and other diseases tlm^ like cholera, are made fatal hy lying 
on the ground, by the use of ioipuio watci", by dirt and damp, by privation, and 
by the substitution of salt pork, mm, and biscuit!^ for the fresh meat, vegetables 
bread, fruit, ale, stout, or wine that officers and men, like the r<'-t of the people, 
live on at home. 

61000 of the deaths in England during the year i8j4 are referable to the lm|iei'- 
fect operation of the sanatory organization of our towns,f And ihc same cause, 
exaggerated certainly, with the absence of the coinfurtd and necL-ssnries that arc 
supplied nt home, has led to the deplorable destruction of life in the Crimea. 

Tho deaths in an average year among 54000 men in the town and country 
population of England at the same ages iis the men !n the army is 4S''', or neaily 
41 monthly; and about 9.72 arc constantly sick. All the deaths and .Mckness in 
excess of these numbers, except the deaths and wounds from battle, are, like the 
excess of dentils and siekness in our luwiia, referable to conditions that, in tha 
present state of engineering, chemical, and medical science, may be removed to a 
considerable extent in ordinary climates, even in the field and in the presence of 
an enemy ; for the art of preserv ing life has, ainee the Peninsular campaigns, made 
as much progress as the manufacture of arms, and if skilfully applied our army will 
never again endure the mortality from dis< use that so mucli impaired its efBeienuy 
once in tho Peninsula, and again, after the lap*o of more than forty year*, in the 
Crimea. 

In Lt'NiiON the epidemic of cholera subsided, after having been fatal in ij weeks 
to 08a pi-rsons. Diarrliaa was tho cause of 543 deaths. The cholera vras fatal to 
738 persons and diarrhwa to 565 perst)ns in the corresponding week of i8j,}, 
when the epidemic liad recently commenced its ravages. Small-pox waa fatal iu 
389 instances, measles in 369, hooping-cough in 419, tj~phu9 in 711; but aearlatiiia 
has been extraordinarily fatal, and curried off 1397 children chiefly or young 
people ; bronchitis and pneumonia have been very fatal. The deaths by violence 
are less numerous than is usual, but some are probably entered under crysipelaa, 
which was fatal in 118 cases. One person died of hydrophobia. .>i.>9 persons 
died of xymotic diseases in the 13 weeks ; 17:91 of all causes iu the quarter that 
ended on Dccemlier 31st. The mortality greatly exceeded the average.

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The Eastern Counties, the South Midland Counties, Wales and Monmouthshire, 
suffered severely; in the counties of the other Divisions, except in Hampshire, 
Gloucestershire, Staffordshire, Licolnshire, and Durham, the mortalitj was not 
unusually high. Cholera prevailed in some districts during the quarter. 

Scarlatina has prevailed, and has been exceedingly fatal in many districts. 

Small-pox has also prevailed epidemically, and has attacked some of the militia 
corps, who should therefore all be vaccinated without delay, as no diseaso causes 
more inefficiency in an unvaccinated army. 

Many Registrars in their notes call attention to the inefficiency and imperfections 
of the Vaccination Act. 

The following are extracts from their Reports : — 

St. Martin-in-thb-Fields ; Charing Cross. — The Vaccination Extension Act is almost inope- 
rative, very few medical men in my district sending duplicate certificates, and my successfhl Vaoci- 
nation Register in more than two fifths consists of blanks. 

St. Oiles-ix-the Fields ; North. — As regards the Vaccmation Act, it is utterly impossible to 
work it in its present form. I speak from experience, being surgeon to the largest yaccine station 
(a Government one, the Surrey Yaccine), at which I annually vaccinate 3000 persons. The GoTem- 
ment should throw it open to all qualified medical practiticmers, and allow them, as was proposed, 
18. for giving certificates to the Registrars. The Registrar's fees ought to be at least double A pore 
supply of lymph ought also to be secured to the public, and vaccmation should be taught in our 
various medical schools. 

Lambetu ; LambeOi Churchy 2d Part. — Upwards of 1500 births have been registered in my dis- 
trict since ist August 1853, but only 228 certificates of successful vaccination have been received. 

Cambbidge ; Great St. Anilrew, — Small -pox has been very prevalent and fatal Vaccination is 
much neglected, and some surgeons refuse to send certificates, on the groimd that they receive no 
remuneration, and that the Act does not render their service compulsory. Something ought to be 
done to prevent the spread of this dreadful disease. 

Ipswich ; St. Margaret. — The Act for compulsory vaccination does not appear to produce the 
desired effect. Many persons arc strongly opposed to it, while others are negligent. I have made 
485 entries in the register book, but only 1 1 1 returns have been received by me from the vaccinators 
of successful vaccination If some one were appointed to enforce the penalties the provisions of the 
Act would be more strictly attended to. 

Erpingham ; Cromer. — There are a great number of children not yet vaccinated. Many of the 
parents have a great dislike to have the operation performed on their children, and some are deter- 
mined it shall not be done. It appears that the Act cannot be fully carried out in its present form. 

MiTFORD ; East Dereham. — There is still an aversion to the compulsory Vaccination Act ; and 
I think people endeavour to avoid having the births of their children registered, to prevent their 
receiving the notice requiring vaccination, and this is common in other districts besides mine. ' 

Docking ; Docking. — In part of my district the Vaccination Act is not attended to ; in the 
Union workhouse 1 1 births have occurred during the past year, yet not a single vaccination has 
been registered. 

St. TnoMAS ; Ilcavitree. — Vaccination is not attended to ; and the certificates of the cause of 
death are neglected. 

Redruth j Camborne. — I feel bound to call attention to the great neglect of the Vaccination Act, 
which is almost a dead letter. I have delivered 539 notices to the parents of children bom, and 
have only received about 140 certificates of successful vaccination. The only remedy I see for 
the evil is to throw vaccination (with liberal remuneration) open to the whole medical profes^on, 
and thus enlist the support of all its members. 

Pekkridge ; Brewood. — The Vaccination Act is almost a dead letter, as of all the children 
registered 1 do not receive certificates of the successful vaccination of more than one in six. 

HoRNCASTLE ; Horncastle. — The working of the Vaccination Act is very unsatisfactory. I do not 
obtain more than one third of the certificates of cases actually registered ; private practitioners refhse 
giving them altogether ; and although I have registered 400 births since August i, 1853, the fees for 
registering vaccination cases have only amounted to 30.9. — about one penny per case of the nomber 
registered. Other registrars have the same complaint, and call for some amendment of the Act 
The fine of los. on parents for noncompliance is never enforced, and a considerable number of 
children are not vaccinated at p.ll. 

Liverpool ; Howard Street. — Of 288 notices for vaccination given out, I have only received 22 
certificates of successful vaccination. 

Bradford ; Horton. — With respect to the Vaccination Act, few of the private medical men take 
the trouble to forward the certificates of successful vaccination, so we have no means of ascertaining 
whether vaccination is more or less attended to, except in so far as regards those who go to the 
public vaccinator.

The warm p?riod which set in on August 19th continued till October nth; the mem daily 
excess of temperature from October 1st to October nth was 2^*5; from October lath to 
October 28th the temperature was in defect to the amount of 3^*2 daily; from October 39th to 
November 2d it was 5^*6 in excess ; on October 31st it amounted to 11^' 2. On NoTember 2d 
a cold period set in, and continued, with the ^ception of a few days at the beginning of Deoember, 
till December 12th ; the average daily defect of temperature within this period was 1^*5 s fhun 
December 13th the temperature was for a few days together in great excess, then for a few diys in 
defect, and then in great excess again, and so with rapid alternations till the end of the quarter ; the 
average daily departure from December 13th to the end of the year was 2°* 8 in excess ; the excess 
on the 14th, 15th, 2 2d, and 25th exceeded 11° on each day. 

The temperature of the air for the quarter dififered but little from the average. The range of 
temperature day by day has been large. The temperature of the dew point was low, except in 
December. 

The rain has been deficient in each month of this quarter. The £EdI for the year about Jxm6aa 
amounts to 18*6 inches, being about three fourths of the yearly average. The observer at Jersey 
remarks that the quarter has been remarkable for excessive rain, violent gusts of wind, and extreme 
oscillations of the barometer ; he also records that on the 26th of October a man was killed in 
a thunderstorm, and the iron nails of his shoes were all drawn out. 

The wind has been mostly from the south-west. 

The electricity of the atmosphere has been for the most part positive, at times strong. It has 
been negative occasionally, chiefly during the fall of rain. 

Ozone was small in amount in October, was more abundant In November, and still more so in 
December, particularly near the sea coast 

The mean temperature of the air at Greenwich for the quarter ending November, constitodng the 
three autumn months, was 49°*3« being the same as the average of 83 years.

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The population of England suffered in 1854 from epidemic cholera, 
which broke out in the previous year (1853}; and in 1854 destroyed 
20,097 lives. Diarrhcea also proTailcd with unusual intensity, and became 
evideatly a part of the cholera epidemic. The other zymotic dis^AMs 
underwent little variation ; and the sporadic diseases exhibited that re- 
gularity which usually characterizes their course. In the violent deaths 
a progressive increase is observable, which deserves attention. 

The public health in 1854 was then chiefly disturbed by the cholera 
epidemic : and in addition to the deaths abroad in war, the violent deaths 
at home exhibited a. largo increase. 

The mean temperature of the air at Greenwich was 49 "o"; or o-j° aiove 
the average of So years, but o '4° below the average of the 13 preceding 
years, as determined by Mr. Glai^her. The winter quarter (January, 
February, lllai'cli) was much milder, the ^ipring quarter was colder, than 
the averages of those seasons ; the summer and autumn were warmer 
than the averages of 80, and colder than the averages of 13, years. The 
weight of u cubic foot of air was 539 grains, including 3-5 grains of 
water. A cubic foot of air weighed 537 grains, on an average of 13 
years, when it cootiuned a little more watery vapour. The mean height 
of the barometer was 39-848 inches, which is 'oSa inch above the 
average. The rainfall was 18-7 inches which is 7-3 inches below tho 
average {i6 inches) of 39 years, and the deficiency was very equally 
distributed over the first three quarters of the year. The mean weekly 
horizontal movement of the air was 687 miles- 
It is worthy of remark that the wind at Greenwich moved with 
much less velocity (100 miles daily) after 1849. '*""* '' ^'^ '" ^^ "'^ 
previous years (127 miles daily). 

The temperature of tho preceding year (1853) was low (47 '8°); and the 
prices of provisions, which rose rapidly after tho harvest of that year.

continued high during the whole of the year 1854. The pressure was 
heaviest in the winter and spring quarters. But labour was in demand, 
and wages appear to have generally risen. 

I. Causes of Death. 

The causes of $66^ deaths were left unspecified ; and of 3993 deaths 
it is only known that thev were sudden, and that inquests were held on 
the bodies without satismctorily determining the causes of death. The 
number of cases in which the cause of death is not specified has gradually 
diminished from 17,786 in 1838, and 14,343 in 1847, to 566^ in 1854; 
and the proportional numbers indicate a still greater improvement, as 
5*2 per cent, were unspecified in 1838, and 1*3 per cent, in 1854. The. 
generaS character of the returns has improved in a more rapid ratio ; and 
this is referable partly to the progress of medical science, and partly to 
the greater interest medical practitioners evince in ascertaining and re- 
cording the diseases of which their patients die. 

There is reason, however, to believe, that, although the present inquiry 
into the cause of every death exercises a very salutary efiedt, it is less 
useful than it might be made ; and the coroner's court is less effective 
than it might become in deterring evil doers from the commission of 
dreadful crimes. 

I will now briefly pass in review the deaths from different causes under 
five principal heads. 

( 1 .) Zymotic Diseases : — Zymoticu 

113,576 persons died of zymotic diseases; or 26 in every 100 deaths 
were the results of these causes ; which were fatal to 62 in every 10,000 
of the population. In the order of their fatality the diseases stand in 
the following order: deaths in 10,000 living; cholera (11)1 diarrhoea 
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Caiiiei ofDeatIt in 1854. 

1 1), scarlatina ( ib), typhus (lo), liooping-cough (,;). meaales (5), croup 
(3), small-pox (i \^), dysentery (i), orysipcla^ (i). The other diseases of 
the class were, less fatal. 8mall-pox and influ^nEa were Icsd prcvAlcnt 
than in previous years ; meaales was fatal in nearly twice as many cases 
as in the two previous years, Khoiimatic fe\er and rheumatism were held 
to he the causes, of 1811 deatlia. Many eases of heart disease have ihoir 
origin in attacks of rheumatism. 

To syphilis 964 deaths were referred ; and this number is above tho 
pf previous years. 16 persons died of hydrophobia.

(s.) Comtitutional Dueatei : — Cachectici. 

This class, consisting of tlie diseases of variable or nncerUin seat, and 
the Tuiona forms of tubercular dlEeaaes, was the canse of 8d,$i3<5 deaths ; 
or 20 in every 1 00 of the total number of deaths. 

Under the first orddr (diathetic diseases) stand 19,791 deaths ; namely, 
9396 bf dropsy, 5816 bj cancer, 1330 by hamorrhage, 1^74 hy abscess, 
and 1244 by morttflcatioD, and a small residue by ulcer, fistula, gout.

some extent ; for the deaths by phthisis were 53,317 in 1847, and 51,284 
in 1854. Some maj be inclined to see in this evidence of the efficacy of 
the modem methods of treatment ; but it will be well to wait before coming 
to a definite conclusion, for more observations. And the increase of deaths 
by bronchitis from 16,490 to 20,062 in the same period, with the gradual 
diffusion of diagnostic skill, must also be taken into account. 

(3.) Loccil Diseases : — Manorganici. 

InflammaHons and the other local affections of the eight great systems 
of organs of which the human body is made up were fatal to 152,048 
persons during the year. They occasioned 35 in every 100 or rather 
more than i in 3 deaths. Eight in 1000, or 83 i;a 10,000 of the popula- 
tion, died of monorganic diseases. 

The deaths by diseases of the nervous system were 52,036 ; apoplexy 
and paralysis were nearly equally fatal, and together were the causes of 
16,719 deaths ; 3752 deaths were referred to cephalitis (inflammation of 
the brain) ; 2052 to epilepsy, 24,579 ^ convulsions, and 3614 to diseases 
of the brain which were not distinguished, or are not classed in the 
general list An unusual number of deaths by tetanus happened (180). 
The tetanus would occur in almost all cases after injuries ; and the 180 
deaths may consequently be referred to violence. 55 1 deaths by delirium 
tremens must also nave been the indirect results of intemperate indulgences 
in spirits and other intoxicating drinks, as it is in the great migority of cases 
one of the various forms of alcoholism. The 541 deaths from insanity do 
not indicate the number of the deaths of persons in a state of insanity ; as all 
maniacs who die of phthisis and other diseases are referred to those heads. 

308 deaths were caused by aneurism, 594 by pericarditis, and 12,586 by 
other diseases of the heart. To the heart as their primary seat many of 
the. 9396 deaths by dropsy might also be properly referred, as cases of 
idiopatnic dropsy are of rare occurrence. 

llie diseases of the respiratory organs^ exclusive of consumption, killed 
52,484 persons, or very nearly the same number as the diseases of the 
nervous system ; for 28 in 10,000 living died in the year of each of these 
two classes of diseases. Laryngitis and pleurisy were the causes of 
II 45 and 955 deaths; asthma of 4271 deaths; but bronchitis and 
pneumonia are the principal forms of lung disease, and they proved fatal 
to 43,585 persons in the year. The two forms of disease in children are 
not always distinguished, and often run into each other, as the inflamma- 
tion extends from the air-cells to the air-tubes, or from the air-tubes to 
the air-cells. 20,062 deaths were referred to bronchitis ; 23,523 to pneu- 
monia. In 1847 and 1848 an epidemic catarrh (influenza) prevailed 
extensively, and subsequently to that date the deaths from bronchitis, which 
ranged from 1663 to 2627 in 1 839-1 842, have greatly increased; the 
numbers in the eight years 1847 to 1854 run thus : 16,499, 14,472, 14,826, 
14,611, 17,294, 17,073, 22,391, and 20,062. 

How many of these deaths are the consequences of influenza, of cold, 
of the dirty atmosphere of the streets, or of the dust in manufactures, it 
is not an easy matter to determine ; but the whole question deserves the 
serious study of British pathologists.* Dust is, undoubtedly, the exciting

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cause of many dideaees, whicli are not distiBguished in practice from pure 
bronchitis or phthisis. 

To diseases of tho digestive orgam in the aggregate a3,<;99 deaths were 
ucribed,thati3,about55in looodeathsfrom allcauses; or 13 porsonsin 10,000 
living in 1 8^4 died of these diseases in that year. The mortality under this 
head is rather less than it was in tho two previous years. 4369 deaths wero 
referred to teething, 755 to gastritis, 3614 to enteritis, 143a to peritonitia, 
748 to ascites. The deaths from hernia were 828 ; a number larger than 
had been recorded in the six previous years. By ileus, including consti- 
pation, 1214 persons died. 13 deatlis were held to be caused by diacasee 
of the pancreas, 71 by diseases of the spleen, and 6756 by diseiues of the 
liver, including 1 ^64 deaths by jaundice. 

The diseases of the remaining four systems were comparatively less 
fatal than those preceding. Tho constant action of all the parts of which 
they are composed is not indispensable to the continnance of life. 

The diseases of the urinari/ organs were fatal in 4016 cases ; which are 
in 1776 instances registered generallff as disease of tbe various parts of the 
eystem. Nephria, which is often described as Bright's disease, because it 
was discovered by tlie distinguished physician of thai name, is now more 
frequently detected than it was in former years. 400 deaths from nephris 
were returned in 1849, and 776 in 1854. Diabetes prevails with great 
constancy from year to year; it is increasing slowly, iJf we can rely upon 
the returns of this disease in the earlier years of I'egi strati on. 

Childbirlh and the diseases of the organs of generation caused 3139 
deaths, or, including tbe deaths by melria (puerperal fever), 4093 deaths; 
.that is, '9 in 100 deaths from all causes, 2'a deaths to io,qoo persons 

The deaths by rheumatism and rheumatic fever were 181 1, and together 
differ little from the average number. 101 persons died of arthritis or 
inflammation of the joints and 1399 persons died of other diseases of the 

Skin diseases are not often fatal in England. The deaths of 300 
persons were caused by carbuncle and boil, 139 by phlegmon, and 258 by 
other diseases of the imegumentary system. 

(4.) Developmental diseases; — Metamorphici. 

Malformations caased 944 deaths ; cyanosis and spina bifida were of 



18,680 deaths were consequent upon premature birth and debility; 
14,411 were traced to no cause but atrophy, and i6,466 to old age. 
Childbirth and teething properly belong to this class. 

(5.) Tiolent deaths :—7Tianalici. 

15,187 deaths were referred to external causes, 318 to intemperance, 
87 to privation of food, 743 to the want of breastmilk, 53 to neglect, and 
107 to the action of cold. Indirectly, intemperance and the other agents 
cause a great number of the deaths which are returned under other heads. 

The annual deaths by poison ranged from 444 to 467 in the 4 years 
i348--^i ; while in the three following years tho numbers were 370, 409, 
and 398, and there is reason to believe that the decreaso is to a certain 
extent the cSect of legislation. The salu of poisons requires to be placed 
und«r rigid restriction, for the safety of the community. 

3702 persons died of burns and scalds in the year 1848, and 175^ in 
1S54; 94J of hanging and suffocation in the year 1S4S, and 1349 '° the 
year 1854; 2670 of drowning in the year 1848, ands^iS in the year 1854. 

The deaths by fractures and contusions have increased rapidly from 
4128 in 1848 to 5777 in 1854; and if the deaths under the head "other 
violence " be added the increase will be from 5354 to 6274.

To 10,000 persons living, 8 * 26 died during the year by violent or external 
canses, or 3 '5 in 100 deaths by all causes arose urom violence. 

Having now brought this brief commentary on the causes of death to a 
close, I propose to notice, at some greater length, the mortality of women 
from chUdbearing, and to describe Uie epidemic of cholera. 

n. — ^MoBTALirr OF WoMSN IN Childbkasing. 

The word '' births ** in these reports is used to express the number of 
children bom alive ; and as some children are still-bom, while others are 
bom two, three, or four in succession, at one childbearing, the "births* do 
not express exactly the number of childbearings or accauchements. 

The exact danger of childbirth to the mother is found by dividii^ the 
number of mothers who die by the number of childbearings. Now, 
excluding the still-bora, the number of childbearings is obtained by 
reducing the births in nearly the proportion of 1 to '9902 ; but taking 
the still-bom into account the proportion of live-bom children must be 
nearly as 100 to every 102 '53 1 mothers bearing children in the year.* 

The subjoined Table shows that in the year 1848 sixty-ane tnothen died 
to every 10,000 children bom alive, and that since ihatvear the mortality 
has progressively declined to forty»seven in 10,000. This is a gratifying 
result, and there can be no doubt that by further care and skill the annuiu 
deaths (3009) in childbirth may be largely reduced.

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On an averago of 3 years to every 10,000 childrvn bom alive 54 motliors 
died; so about 53 in every 10,000, or newly 1 in i89,accouchoniviit8 won) 
fatal. 

Wliat is the mortality in England of women at different aget by ctiild- 
birth ? This is shown in the subjoined Table, from Uie observations of 
seven years, 1848-54. 

What is the danger of death by childbirth among women of different 
a^es icho bear children during the gear f This is a different question 1 
which is of practical importance, both in medical science and in iho 
business of life insurance. The defect in the English schedule, which as 
yet contains no column for tho ages of the pareiita of the children regis- 
tered, renders it impossible to answer this question with precision. It 
will, however, be useful to obtain an approximate answer; and this wo 
have been able tu give, by determining the probable proportion of women 
who boar children at each age from tho Swedish returns ; and by applying 
the friction expressive of this proportion to the English women living in 
1851 at the corresponding age, the probable number of them who bucoias 
mothers every year is determined. Tho total number thus determined for 
the year iSji is 609,845 ; while the actual average number of the births 
in the lovcn years by the returns was 60^,045. It is thus evident tliat 
the estimate dinbrs to no great extent from the facta ; and it may bo as- 
sumed that the births, corrected for twins, triplets, and still-born children, 
in England, would represent nearly 609,845 child-bearings. 

It will be observed tliat in seven years 3,131 mothers died annunlly of 
childbirth ; 1,051 by metria, and 3,180, or twice that number, by other 
causes. Nearly the whole of tho deaths occur among women of liie ages 
I j-45 ; a few also die of childbirth at more advanced ages. 

On comparing the numbers in columns i:and 15, it will bo seen that 
unong women of the age 15-15 the annual rate of mortality per cent, by 
all causes is 'S61, of which the i-iist part (or '041) is by childbirth ; at 
the ago 35'35, and 35-45, the annual rates of mortality per cent, by aU

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causes were 1*090 and 1*296; of which '098 and again '098 were 
wrought bj childbirth. Thus at the age 25-35 one in 1 1 deaths from all 
causes is by childbirth ; at the age 35-45 one in 13 deaths bj all causes is 
bj childbirth. At the age 45-5 5> when child-bearing is rare, the general 
rate of mortality is i '622, and the proportion by childbirth is '009, or 
one in 180 deaths from all causes. 

These numbers are affected not only by the changing rates of mortality 
in childbirth and in other diseases, but by the various numbers of women 
at different ages bearing children ; thus at the age of 15-25 only one 
woman in 16 bears a child in the year, and at 45 and upwards the pro- 
portion is inconsiderable ; while at the age 25-35 one in every 4 
women bears in the year, and at 35H-5 ^^ proportion by the Swedish 
returns is about one in 6. (^See TabUy page 108.) 

It will be seen by column 9 that the mortality among 100 women in 
ehildbirth at the four periods of age is *668; '425 ; '6^S9 ^^^ '883. 
Thus the danger of dying in childbirth is greater (*668) at &e age 
15-.25 than it is (*4^5) ^^ ^5~35* ^^ ^ ^^ ^>^ early age that a large 
number of the Jirst children are borne by their mothers ; and these first 
births are for various reasons attended with peculiar hazards. The 
pregnancy of young women, consequently, in the present state of midwifery, 
involves the risk of dying expressed by '668 in 100 cases, while the risk 
of dying in a year from all other causes at the same age (15-25) is 
•820=* 86 1 — '04 1. Now if the woman remain as amenable to other 
diseases as other women, the mortality rate in her case becomes '820 
^ -668= T '488 ; or is increased in the ratio of 5 to 9. 

In the same way it may be inferred, on the same hypothesis, that the rate 
of mortality from ehUdbirih and all other causes within the year is 1*41 J 
at the age 25-35 ; i -83 1 at the age 35-45 ; and 2 '496 at the age 45-55- 

The mortality in child-bearing is least (^425) at the age 25-3 5, when 
more than half of the annual children are borne by their mothers ; it 
rises to '6^3 at the decennial period (35-45X uid to '883 at the last 
period of all. The rates of mortality at the three periods are in nearly 
the same ascending ratio as 2, 3, and 4 ; that is, the '633 is nearly a half 
more than '425, and '883 is a third more than '633. Tbe rates of mor- 
tality at intermediate years can be interpolated ; for the calamitous death 
of mothers in childbirth is governed by a mathematical law. 

It may be probably assumed that the child-bearing women of a popu- 
lation are, in the language of the Insurance Offices, ^' select Uves," at least 
*< select" in a certain sense; but it can only be determined by further 
researches whether they are less or more liable than other women to be 
attacked or to die by the diseases not incidental to childbirth. It is 
only well known that when they are attacked by zymotic diseases, such 
as cholera and small-pox, they succumb in unusually high proportions. 

By taking all these considerations into account, the actuary will now 
be able to calculate from the foregoing Table the premiums that cover the 
risk of childbirth at different ages ; and the physician will, from the 
same facts, see how much his art has to accomplish before the 3,000 
English mothers who perish annually in giving birth to their offspring can 
be saved. Natural and adventitious difficulties are in the way, but they 
may in many cases be overcome ; for " in sorrow " and not in death " thou 
shalt bring forth children," is the law of nature. 

The death of young women in child-bearing points to some of the 
dangers to be guarded against ; and many of the remaining dangers would 
be removed by a class of educated nurses. 

lEL — ^The CnoLERi. Epidemic of 1853-54. 

The cholera epidemic of 1853-54 presents many interesting facts ; and 
enables us to determine definitively the infiuence of certain causes on its 
/ktalitjr. 




The CJiolera Epidemic of l8J3-5i. 

To the Report of the Committee of the Board of Hcnllli for Scientific 
Inveatigations, and to the reports of Dr. R. D. Thomson, Mr. Gl&isber, 
and Dr. Hassel, I refer for a complete investigation of the course of the 
epidemic in London, — of the circumstances by which it was accoro[)anied, 
and of iho states of the air, earth, and water, so far as they can ho deter- 
mined by the chemistry, ttie microscopy, and the meteorology of the present 
day. I beg also to refer to the observations in your Weekly and Qnarterly 
Beports for 1 8^3—^4, for the results of some observations and investigations 
which were made at the time ; to the report which was submitted to you 
by me on the epidemic of 1 348-49 ; and to Dr. Bal/s able Report which 
was published by tlie London College of Physicians. 

(t.) liiie and Progreat of the Epidemic. 

The epidemic which in the year 1849 destroyed 53,273 lives by cholera, 
subsided, and in the year iSjO the deaths by that disease were 887; 
in the nest two years the deaths by cholera rose to 1133 and to 1381 ; 
until in 1853 it appeared again in the epidemic form, attacking London 
and some other places slighlly, and ravaging Newcastle-upon-Tyne. The 
disease remained torpid tor a season, and then it broke out, as in former 
times, in a second eruption, which was in the course of the year 1 8^4 fatal 
to 20,097 persons of ail ages. 

Bat it is impossible to overlook the diarrhoea which has gone on 
gradually increasing in fatality since the year 1838, when 3481 deaths 
were referred to that cause ; while in 1847 the deaths by iliarrhcea 
were 11,595, 'i* '^4^ nearly the same number; in 1849 the deaths 
by diarrhtea were [7,831 ; thus making the deaths by cholera and 
diarrhisa in the epidemic year 71,104, or 71,180 if we add the cues of 
persons attacked wlule labouring under other fatal diseases. 

Diarrhcca did not discontinue its ravages after 1849 ; the deaths in the 
three following years were 11,468, 14,718, and 17,617; in 1853 when 
cholera appeared in the epidemic form, the deaths from diarrhcea fell to 
14,192 ; but in [854 their number was 20,053. Thus the deaths by 
cholera and diarrhcea in this year were 40,149, exclusive of a certain 
number of deaths which epidemic diarrhma caused in coigunction yQXh 
other diseases.* 

Diarrhisa is often a symptom of other well-marked diseasesf ; and it 
is also the effect of a class of medicines ; but this diarrhosa which always 
prevails in hot weather, and has been so common since the year 1846, is 
evidently a variety of cholera, proving fatal cbielly to young children and 
to old people, who do not so commonly exhibit the spasms of cholera, but 
have nearly all the other symptoms. 

Cholera itself baa probably alwaj's existed in England ; and it was well 
described by Sydenham in the seventeenth' century ; but the epidemic form 
presents some difl'crcncest in the symptoms, as well as in the ext«nt of its 
ravages. The chief characteristic is found in the duration of the fatal 
cases; half of which terminate within one day {34 hours) of the first 
appearance of decisive symptoms, while half of the cases of common 
cholera terminate in three datfi, and half the cases of diarrhoia extend 
over sir dai/s. 

If the deaths from cholera and diarrbtea in the two years 1848-49, and 
in the two years 1853-54 bo added together, they will amount to 84,079 
and 58,71^0 respectively ; which after subtracting 4000 from each numbner

(3.) Companion «/* At two Epidemic*. 

The ^at bulk of the deaths from cholera occnrred in 1849 "i^^ 'd 
1854 ; it is therefore proposed to make the deatha in these years the basis 
of the calculations which fallow ; and it will only he neceBsary to bear in 
mind that the mortality from cholera in the epidemic of 184S-49 is 
slightly understated, while the relatiTC mortality of 1853-54 is obtaiiied 
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t Tbe deathi returned to the Board oT Uenlih in Scotland from obdera aloae vere 
6848 in the jear ending 3 tat Anguat 1853 to 17th NoTenber 1854. 

The deaths bj cholera, in Ireland during the year 1849 were 30,i5& 
Hence it maj be inferred that the deaths hy cholera in Scotland and Irdatid 
leather exceeded the deaCJu by the epideiuic in England,

b^ adding, as is done in the notes to the Tables, the deaths in Newcastle- 
upon-Tyne and in Gatt:shead. As a set-oS* againat the above reatrii^tiona 
in the numbers, may be placed the deaths from cholera and diarrha!& 
counted in 1S49 and 1854, of the ordinary form, and which would have 
occurred if the jears had not been epidemicBl. 

The mortality from cholera and diarrhica in 1649 was at the rate of 
41 in 10,000, while the mortality in 1S54 was at the rale of 12 in 10,000 
of the population. If the ii is made 23, on account of the earlier 
attack on Newcastle-upon-Tyne in i^^3, still the rate of mortality, taking 
the increase of population into account, will be in the last epidemic littlo 
more than half (13) the rate (41) in the former epidemic. 

The rates of mortality by diarrkaa in tlie two epidemics were equal ; 
II and II in 10,000 of the population. 

And in 1 8 ';4 the rate of mortality by cholera was also 1 1 ; that is equal 
to the mortality (11) by diorrhcea ; while in 1849 the rate of mortalitj 
by cholera, that is by the severe form of the epidemic, was 30 in 10,000, 
or nearly three times as high as the rate of mortality by diarrlima, and 
three times as high as the rate of mortality by cholera in 1854. 

The epidemic of 1853-54, which broke out with so much violence at 
Nowcastlc-upon-Tync, was of the same character as the previous epi- 
demics ; and its intensity apparently depended chiefly on the local and 
meteorological circumstances. 

It will be seen in the Table (8.) that the rates of mortality by diarrhoM 
were nearly equal in the two epidemics, and that the great difieroncef 
arise under the bead of cholera, in the several divisions and the counties : 
London and the Eastern counties being the chief exceptions. 

The zymotic mutter of cholera — or cholerine as it may be called, is 
evidently generated or distributed at diflcrent degrees of strength ( and 
there is a point of strength at which it strikes down all resistaucc, and 
overwhelms a population with destruction. The causes of this destructive 
form of the disease fluctuate much more than the cau.ies of tho diarrhoea. 
I thall therefore direct especial attention to tho development of cholera. 

(3.) Injlumce of Localittf. 

In the flret report on cholera, it was sliown that tho great ravogca of 
the epidemic of 1848-49, occurred within nine well defined regions, which 
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were designated cholera Jieldt; and named from the towns which were 
the great centres of the attack. These cbolerft fields will be sufficiently 
indicated here bj the names of their chief towns ; London, Portsmouth, 
Pl^outb, Bristol, Morthjr Tjdfil, Wolverhampton, Liverpool, Hull, Tyne- 
mouth. Only the cholera fields of London and of Tynemouth (including 
Newcastle-npon-Tyne and Gateshead), were revisited with great severity 
in 1853-54. The districts of Oxford, Brackley, Towcester, Fotterspury, 
Norwich, Milton, Thanet (containiug Margate and Ramsgate), and ttia 
marshy parts of Essex and of Cajnbridge — all within the cholera field 
round London — suffered in many instances mare heavily in the epidemic 
of 1853-54 than in the epidemic of 1848-49. The mortality in Newcastle 
and Gat^ead by cholera was higher than it had been in either of the 
epidemics 1831-33 or 1848-49. Liverpool suffered to some extent in 
i8.W-j;4- 

In 1849 the deaths of 46,592 persons by cholera occurred in 136 districts, 
on an area of 8303 square miles, having in 1851 a population of 7,448,615; 
while 6701 died in the rest of the country on an area of 50,017 square 
miles inhabited by 10,478,994 people. The chief mortality in like manner 
in 1853-54 took place within the same regions : 16,195 died there of 
cholera, while 380a died in the rest of England and Wales. Thus the 
mortalltv by cholera was at the rate of 65 in 10,000 in the year r849, and 
31 in the year 1854, in the districts of the cholera fields ; in the other 
districts the rates in the two years were 6 and 4. 

As a general rule the mortality by cholera in the same laige portions of 
the country was low in the two epidemics ; in the last epidemic it fell to 
ftoo thirds (4I of the rate (6) of 1849 within these regions, whereas it fell 
to one third (ii) of the former rate (65) in the district of the cholera fields. 

In twelve districts of the country, containing a population of 121,361*,

In 73 diatricts (population 1,050,659) 371 deaths from diarrlitBa, bnt no 
deaths from choiera, occurred in 1849; in 1854 the deaths from diarrhoea 
were 449, the deaths from cholera 37^ or only 3 in 10,000, in those 
districts.

In the year i8j4 one kundrod and jorty^fiv dUtricU h|id 1127 detths 
from diarrbooai bot no deaih from ckoiera: they had nearly the same 
number of deaths from diarrhoda (1136) in 1849, but in that year they 
had ateo 1636 deaths from oholera. Among these districts Bridgwater, 
Bridgenorthy Newcastle-under-Lyne, and Alnwick suffered aeverely from 
the epidemic of 1849. 

The 159 districts which experienced no death from cholera in 18^4, 
held 2,630^660 inhabitants^ or rather more than a seventh part of the 
population of England and Wales ; the mortality was at the rate of 6 in 
10,000 by cholera and 4 9y diarrhoea in 1849 ; and of zero by cholera, 
4 by diarrhoea, in 1854. Diarrhoea is here also the constant, cholera the 
variable, quantity. 

Ifence it is evident that, as in 1849, the cause of the diarrhosa in 1854 
was almost univers^y diffused over England ; for it attacks great numbers 
and is only fatal to a few> and yet it or cholera caused a death in every 
district except fourteen. But the cause of the intense form of cholera is 
localy and circumscribed in its action. 

208 of the districts of England and Wales lie along the coasts or tidal 
rivers; out of their population 15,671 died of cholera in 1854, or 20 in

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10,000 of tho population, while 4426 died of cholera in the 419 inland 
districts, making tho mortality only 4 in 10,000. 

A person living on the coast districts in the 'same conditions as the 
coast population, was thus in i8i;4 more likely to die of cholera in the 
proportion of ao to 4 (or 5 to i), than a person living inland. In 1849 
these ratios were jo to 17 (or 3 to i); tho law then announced is 
thus confirmed by the new observations. 

Jf the coast districts are divided into three classes, tlie mortality it 
will be found was at tho rate of 30 on the east coast, facing the con- 
tinent, 10 on tho west coast, and 5 on the south coast, out of every 
10,000 of the population. Exclusive of the London districts the mor- 
tality by cholera in the districts of the east coast was at the rate of la in 
10,000. 

In 1849 ^^^ TB,iea of mortality on the east coast were 53, on the west 
coast 49, on the south coast 39. 

In the 47 districts, including the principal seaport towns (population 
2,156,625), the mortality rate by cholera in 1854 was 23 ; in 41 of the 
principal inland town districts (population 2,240,192) 6; in the remaining 
503 districts of the country 2, in 10,000. The mortality rates in these 
districts were as 23, 6, and 2 in 1854; and as 85, 38, and 12 in 1849.

hibitcd in 1849 nil intermediate cbolcra mortality rate of 61 in 10,000, 
but in 1854, the cholera mortality rate of London was 43, while that of 
the seaport towns waa 23, 

Diarrhoea in the year 18J4 was more fatal (30) in the principal inland 
towns than it was in the principal seaport towns (13) ; while in 1849 it 
was nearly cquaUy fatal in the two kinds of towns — 18 and 17 in 
10,000 inhabitants. 

The mortality of the 41 large inland towns by cholera both in 1849 and 
in 18^4 was higher than the mortality of the rest of the inland districts ; 
and it fell in 1849 chiefly on six of those town districts : Wolverbampton, 
Merthyr Tydfil, Manchester, Salford, Leeds and Hunslet, where the 
mortality rate by cholera was 98 in 10,000 living, while in the 35 other 
town diatricta it was 11. In 1854 the cholera death rate was pin 10,000 
living in the six districts ; ^ in 10,000 in the other 35 town diatriota. 

The 42 districts on the coalfields of England and Wales suffered 
severely from the epidemic in 1849, whore to 10,000 living the deaths were 
46 by cholera, and 13 by diarrb<Ba ; while in 1854 the deaths to 10,000

(4.) Sex and Age, 

Males suffered more than females from cholera and diarrhoea at all 
ages under 25 ; at the ages of 2 j to 45 the females suffered more than 
the males ; at ^ '^ to 5.; the mortality rate of males was greater than the 
mortality rate of fenuJes in 1840, but in 1854 the tates were nearlv equal ; 
from the ages of 55 to 85 the old women suffered more than the old men ; 
at the age of 83 and upwards the facts become too few to yield certain 
results^ but they seem to show that proportionally more old men of 83 and

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upwards die of cholera and diarrhoea^ than old women at the same advanced 
age. It will be observed that the mortality of male^ and of females under 

5 years of age, was nearly as high in 1854 as it was in 1849 ; and at the 
age of 75 and upwards the numbers that express the mortality in the two 
epidemics do not greatly differ. From the ages of 10 to 65 the mortality 
of 1849 was to the mortality of 1854 nearly as three to i in both sexes. 

(5.) Elevation, 

It was shown by the investigations in the former report that the 
mortality of the cholera epidemic is highest on the land at the low mouths 
of rivers, and generally on the low ground of towns. It was also shown 
that in London the mortality increases as the ground on which the houses 
stand falls from Hampstead and from Norwood to the Thames. This 
important principle is confirmed by the observations in the present 
epidemic. I extract from the Weekly Report (December 2d, 1854, No. 48.) 
a short account of the results : — 

It would be out of place, however, to discuss here fully the circamstances to which 
the decrease of mortality may be referred, or to attempt to resolve that important 
qaestioD, — perhaps the most important of the day, — ** What is the cause of epidemic 
cholera?" Is it the effused flaky matter — from the Indian population on the delta of the 
Ganges, driven about like the clouds of a leavening dust in the air and in the waters, — 
that has reproduced itself, and has destroyed men, all-over the world, either dwelling 
quietly in their houses, or encamped on hostile battle fields? Is it ozone, electricity, 
volcanic or any other agency ? None of the fiicts in the weekly Tables affords a solution 
of these questions. But in the Re|>ort that was jyrepured at this office on the epidemic 
cholera of 1848-49 m England, certain conditions m which cholera is Iktal were brought 
to li^t ; and we have now in this second epidemic an opportunity of reexamining and 
testing those results. 

And, first, with refisrence to the localities in which men live. The vast population of 
the Metropolis is diffiised over 78,039 acres of ground, which is sub-divided into 36 
districts and 135 sub-districts, liie sub-districts vary in size fh)m 25 acres to 5,057 
acres; in population fVom 1633 persons to 47,881 persons; and in every one of these 
distinct sections of the population deaths fh)m cholera occurred in 1849 ^^ ^^ 1854, 
except in the smallest, Dulwich, where, however, one person died of cholera in 1849. 

The cause of cholera in its epidemic form was thei^ore some matter diffused over the 
78,039 living acres of which London is composed ; and no parish enjoys in the epidemic 
immunity ftom death by cholera, much less from the attacks either of severe cholera or 
of simple diarrhoea, which attend the deadlier forms of the disease. 

But the fetality differed exceedingly ; for in some sub-districts it destroyed 2, 4, 5, or 

6 in every 10,000; in others it was fatal to 201, 306, 208, 311 or more in every 10,000 
of the inhabitants. (5ee Tabkt pp* 106-7.)

liondou is built, like ancient Kome, upon levenl small hills, and upon low reelaioied 
and imperfectly drained marsh gronnd. which extends from Futham to Westminster, and 
again to Poplar on the north side of the Tbaiues : and on the south side, from Batterses 
to Lambeth, Souihwark, Newington, Canibcrwell, Bermondsey, Uolherhiihe.

At the intenuediaie stages of elevation was the danger of dying by cholera interme- 
diate? To solve this important question, as regarded the epidemic of 1849, London was 
iirst sab-divided into terraces differing 10 feet in elevation ; and if tbe same course is 
pursued now it is found that in the two epidemic years 16,416 personsdicd ofcholfraon 
the first terrace under lafeetofeievAtion ; 3,771 on the second termce of gronnd, 10 and 
under 40 feet high ; 1,371 on the third terrace, 40 and under 6a feet; 1,154 on tbe fonrtli 
terrace. Go to 8a feel high ; 414 on the fifUi terrace, 80 to 100 feet 1330 on the bigber 
lerraeea of 100 feet up to 350 feet The popniation was 850,000 on the lowest termce i 
and about equal, or 400,000, on tlie second, the third, and the fuurtli terraces ; while it 
W8B 141,000 on theSfth, and 1:1,000 on the higher terrace or lerrnws. 

After correcting for the increase of population, itisfiranJ that in 1849 the deaths by 
cholera in every to.ooo inhabitants were 103, 65, 45, 15, jo, and ij. on each terrace 
respectively, commencing nl the lowest ; while on the lame sites in i8jj4 — ^1854, the mor- 
tality was 88, ,|l, 17,18, lo.andij. If the mean mortality is taken, the aerie* becomes 
96, 49, 31, t6, 15, and 13; which corresponds neariy wilb a scries nilculaled on thv 
hypDlhesia that the monalily by chdera in any two districts is. on the large sole, insemiy 
as tkeir eltnalim, to the number* expressing which a certain nnuroiil Humbrr is added. 

If wc divide tbe mean mortality on the first or lowest temce by 1. 1, j, 4, 5, and 
7 respectively, this series is obtained, 96, 48, 31, 14, 19, and 14; which represents 
closely the scries exhibiting tbe mortality on tbe second, third, fburth. fifth, and the 
seventh terrace, each rising :o feet in elevation. Tbe bouK-ground from 100 to 350 fed 
is on an average about 137 liet high, and may be fairly represented by a neimiA 
Icrraee. — 110-140 feet, liic sum of die hypothetical series is 133; of the uihcr 13a. 

By applying lliis rule to the mortality m 1854 the (eriea becnmrs 88, 44. if, jt, 
and 13.

Mr. Glaiaher baa shown that the meteorological conditions Tary gfeailf 
in I/>ndon at the severKl degrees of elevation. Chotertne, or Mj other 
organic matters, mechanically suspended either in the air or in the waters 
of London, necessarily accumulate in the lower strata.

Independentlj of any regard to theory, it appeared to be desirable to 
determine the effects of the different waters on the population of London 
during the impending cholejra epidemic ; accordingly the following cir-

I. What is the source fh>m which the Water Company obtains the water for the 
8upply of the London districts ? If wholly or partly from a rirer or running 
strouai, state at what point the supply is taken.

3. Are the methods of filtration and purification the same as those iti use in 1849 ? 

4. Is the area of supply the satne ? 

5. If any changes have been made in either of the above particulars, what are the 

date and nature of those changes ? 

6. If any change tf contemplated m the existing arrangements, what is its nature, and 

when is it likely to come into 6t»eration ? 

A detailed abstr^t of the answers of the secretaries was published in 
a supplement to the Weekly Return, No. 47. November 19, 1853 ; and 
the general result was thus summed up. 

From the returns received from the Water Companies it appears that cholera finds 
London, as regards water, in the situation in whicn it left it This holds true with 
reference to afi except the Lambeth Waterworks ConoMny, who changed their sotttce 
of supply nearly two years aco from Lambeth to Tnaroes tMtton ; and from a Table 
stttjoined it will be seen that the results of the present epidemic in the districts supplied 
by that company, as compared with some others, ate hiUier more satisfactory than they 
were in 1849, ^^ improvement which, it is hoped, in the further course of events will be 
maintained. But new works undertaken by other companies in accordance wiUi recent 
legislation are in progress. The return of cholera at an esrUer period than was antiei- 
pated fhmishes a m^ve for increased activity in their opehitions. With capital, public 
spirit, and mUuTal advantages of locality, TiOndon may e^oy a pore and copiotis supply 
of tUs first necessary of life, as weU as country towns and villages, and more than some 
towns with municipal institutions where the burgesses are too idle, or too busy, or too 
poor to bring it from surrounding springs to tbeir doors. Manchester has set a good 
example, and it is only necessary that the national intelligence should be generally 
awahen^ to the question, for this great end — a good water sup|)]y — to be accomplishea 
both in town and country.

The water at Sc Thomas's Hospital is thos dcKribed hj Dr. R. Dondas Thomsoo, the 
ProfbMor of Chemistrj: — 

The water as delirered at the pqw m the Labonlory of St Thomas's Hospital oo the 
nth Norember was qotte tnrhidv as it nsoally is, and contained difinscd throogji it 
1 • i6 grains of TegeCalMe matter, dried at a steam heat, consisting principaDj of silicat 
the chief constitnent of the shields of the lower class of plants. Bet as in its moist 
state it contained at least two thirds of its weight of water, we cannot etrtimale the 
filth in the water, which coold be rem o Tcd bj fihratioo, at leas than ^\ grains per 
gallon. 

The inflacncc of the water became more evident ; and was discossed in 
the supplement to the Weekly Return (December 3d, 1853), from which 
the following Table is taken :-^

After correcting the above Table and the tables of cholera 1848-49, for the effects of 
cleyatioD, it is found that a large residual mortality remains, which is feirly referable to 
the impurity of the water ; for it is least where the water is known to be sweetest, 
greatest where the water is known to be the most impure. 

After the great loss of life in 1849, ^^ ^^ patient investigations of two able com- 
mittees of the House of Commons, the present water companies were left iu the 
undisturbed possession of the monopoly, which they ei\joy, of selling the people of 
London water. In the present state of engineering and sanatory science, purer waters 
fVom gathering grounds, or fh)m springs, could probably be procured, and be supplied 
at cheaper rates by new companies, or by the incorporated rate-payers. But this would 
disturb the values of large masses of invested capital To avoid such a result, always 
undesirable, the supply is left in the hands of the existing companies ; but by Act of 
Parliament they are prohibited from obtaining supplies from the tidal waters of the 
Thames and Lee, after certain fixed dates. 

It is enacted, that it shall not be lawful '* aAer those dates " to distribute the pernicious 
waters over I^ondon. It unfortunately happens that in the invasion of cholera with 
which we are threatened next year (1854), every parish, except those which the Lambeth 
Company supplies, may receive waters as bad as those of 1849 without a direct viohition 
of the Act of Parliament 

But the Water Companies will do well to bear in mind that the dates in the Act are 
the extreme limits of time beyond which they can supply Ix>ndon with impure water 
without a direct violation of the law. They may complete the works in half the time. 
They can accelerate their progress. And the returns which they have furnished will 
eDMh]e us to appreciate their zeal and spirit in the public service under an cxtraordinar5r 
eaergencjr.

Tbe present epidemic of clwlem Id Iiondoa presents a liivourable opportunity for 

determiaiug tbe infloeace of water* of Tarioua degrees of impurity on the mcrtaliiy of 

In the Report on the epidemic of 1849 the fblloving geQeral results were obtained : 

" In the six districts wiuch ore tuppUad with water taken Iruiu the Thames at Kew 
by the Grand Junction, and at Hammersmith by tbe Weit Middlesex, 15 iu 10,000 
inbabitants died from cholera, and the mortality ranged from 8 to .]j." 

" Id the twenty ditlricts supplied by the New Biver, the Kast Loudon, and the Kent 
CoQipunieE with water from springs from the Lea and the liaTenibonme, 4K in 10,000 
inhabitants died of cholera, and the mortality ranged from ig to 96." 

" In the twelve districts which are supplied with water taken by the I«mbeth, tlie 
Chelsea, and the tiouthwark Companies tram tlie Tliames between Batlvrses and 
Waterloo Bridge, 115 in 10,000 iuluUiaola died of cholera, aud the mortality miigrd 
from iB to 205." 

" In the second group of districts cbolvra was three times as fiital; in the third, eight 
limn as fatal a* it was In tlic first ; one, three, and eight express the relative Timlraee 
of the epidemic in tbe three conditioas. The density of the population was greatest in 
the central group, and nearly the same in the first and third groups." Big. Gtk. 
CluJera Report, p.liL 

A part of tbe eicessiTc iiiortalily is referable 10 the depression of the ground in 
tbe Iwelre diitrictl. 

The Lambeth Company, which in 1S49 took np its supply from the Thames at tlK 
ptirt where the watvr is most impure, has since January 1851 drawn lis water hom tbe 
Thames above the tidal flaw, and has thus afforded an opportunity for ascertaining (be 
effects of this gtvat impravement. 

It was observed in the first eruption (iSs,i}of the present epidemic that the morlalil} 
WO! diminijJied in districts which were partiiilly supplied by that company, (Supplement 
to Weekly Return November iijtb 1853.) 

<Jn October 13th, 185J, a ctrcnlar had been sent lo the London Water Comptmics, 
and the replies of all, except the Lambeth Company, showed that their new work* and 
improvements hod not then been carried out, as they were only bound under the Act of 
Parliament to complete them ia 1855, 1856, or iSj;.* 

The Southwark CompBuy, which now supplies the most impure water Hated, however, 
that tbou^ the Act " aUowed three years from August 1S51 Ibr the execution of the new 
works, the eootracts for the whole having been mode immediately after tbe passing of tlw 
Act, and btiHg now [October] in a rapid course of /ulJUaunt, tht tuorlit tcUi itt ctmpleteJ 
aKd in optratioa out gtat wiAin the Imt tl prtacrilia," thai is in September 18J4. 

The hopes of the Company, notwitbsiandiag their efforts on tbe approach of cholera, 
were defeated, the otHcers informed l.ard Paluierstoo, by a concurreDve of varioui causes, 
and the impure water <^ the Thames is still supplied by this Company. 

Uenuondsey, oue of tbe south districts of London, is exclosively supplied with the 
impure watt-r, aud tbe deaths by cholera are already more numcroua Ibau they ware In 
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1849, while in the parish of Lambeth, which if «applied partly by the Soothwark 
Company, and partly by the Lambeth Company, the mortality is much lower than it waa 
in I849.

But the pipes of the two Companies which were once in active competition often ran 
down the same streets, and through the same sub-districts, so that lutemate streets or 
houses in the same sub districts are supplied with the pure and the impure waters. 

Dr. Snow, who has devoted much time to the investigation, having procured from this 
office the addresses of the persons who died of cholera in Kennington and some other 
sub-districts, states, as the result' of an inquir}* from house to house where the pipes of 
the Lambeth Water Company are intimately mixed with those of the Southwark Company, 
that, in the 7 weeks endmg August 26th, of 600 deaths from cholera, 475 have happened 
in houses supplied by the Southwark Company ; 89 in houses supplied by the Lambeth 
Company ; 1 3 in houses supplied by pumps, wells, and springs ; 8 in houses which derived 
their water directly from the Thames and from ditches. 

The Be^trars on the south side of London were instructed to inquire, in all cases of 
death by cholera, whether the house in which the patient was attacked was supplied by the 
Southwaric, the I.<ambeth, or the K^ent Companies, or with water ftt>m pumps, wells, ditehes, 
or other sources. The inquiry was attended with considerable difficulty, as Uie information 
could not be obtained frt>m hospitals or workhouses, and the informants and the house- 
holders themselves were often ignorant of the source of supply, as the water rate in the 
worst districts is paid by the landlord. The infbrmation was thus not obtained in 766 
out of 3805 instances; but it was stated that in 3039 instances 2284 deaths occurred in 
houses supplied with the impure Thames water, 294 in die houses supplied by the 
Lambeth Company with the purer filtered Thames water. The disparity was observed 
week after week in the progr^ of the epidemic. 

The total number of houses supplied by the Southwark Company is stated to be 
40,046 ; bv the Lambeth Company to be 26,107 ; consequently there were in 6 weeks 
57 deaths in every 1000 houses supplied with impure water, and i x in every 1000 supplied 
with the less impure or comparatively pure water. 

It is deemed right at once to state these facts now the epidemic is declining ; but the 
important inquiry can only be made complete in all its parts by the Board of Health, 
who have requested the respective companies to famish street lists in every sub-district 
of the houses that they supply, with which the facts iu the Registers of Deaths may be 
compared. The effects of elevation and other causes may be thus eliminated, and the 
fatal effects of impure water be precisely determined.

&c„ ; then if A varlei in inteniity, and a great number of anb-diMricu are nmagvd in 
Ibe order of that intenaily, it is evident that, allhnugli B, C, 1), &v., vary alto, and in 
numerous initances countervail or exaggerate ihe effects of A, ilill in the whole serin 
the agency of A, if it is at all powernil, will he rendered apparent. Bj Uiii tnetbod 
the investigation into Ihe cause* of the nioriaiity u( cholera has been condncMd -. and it 
will be shown bf the tame method that the variations in the density and in the wealth of 
the population of London have much leu influeuce than was at fini anticipated. But 
the effects of these and of otber causes, and the modiScaiions of the e^h atid Mmo*- 
phcre that elevation implies, shall be discussed at another time ; and as the ftots that 
have been collected on the influence of ihe water ttatid next in pmctical iniporlance ihay 
may now be briefly staled. 

It has been calcubli'd that more than four million gallons of water evoponU daOy 
from the Thame* in its course through JjOndon ; and bcaidei the supply fnm wcUa, 
pumps, Dud streams, nine waler companies in their relums slate Ihat they piunped no 
an average 6o.6i4,4]o gnilona of water into 301,418 houses and a certain uiimber of 
manuiaclories daily, duringthe year iSj.t. The waler that flows through the bouses and 
streets daily is probably dituble the weight of the population. It is pumped at inlcTTalt 
Into reservoirs until ii is withdrawn for cooking, fbr cleansing, for washing linen. Ibr 
ablution, and in some cues for drink by the people. It thus eomei into contaci with 
Ihe body in many ways and it gives off iocessanilj' at its temperaiure, ranging from tlie 
fcecxiug point to summer heal, vapors and elSuvia into the atmosphere that Is breaUied 
in every roomi while the residue is dischorgvd to curry the dirt of the Iioum^ and the 
town-guano of the walercloseta into tlie sewers and the Thames. 

A certain portion of the water of Ix>ndon is drawn by the New Rirrr Company tttnn 
distant springs and wells In the honn of the Lea river, whicli Is a tribular}- of the 
Thames; hut a Urge iiuantily of the water of this company, as well as Ihe whole aTthe 
water of the East London Company, is drawn from the Lea lower down itsehannel. Tb* 
Idanbelh Compuny draws iu water fVom the Thames at Dillon above the t^ range, bol 
tbe Qrand Junction at Kew, the West Middlesex at Uammersinllh, and still hiwer dawn, 
at Battersea, the Chelsea nud Ihe SoutliiTark Companies draw up their water fWxn a pari 
where Ihe Thames is now evidently conlaminaltd by the sewers sbich diaeharKv the 
drainage of the population into Ihe river. The temperature of llie waler uf lb« T'hanies 
angled from 60° lo 70'' during the cholera epidemios, and the ehemiral compoaiiinn aad 
■■■ « of the mutters in its waters undoubtedly varied lo a great eilcul-. tart tW 
V and chemical analvsis have confirmed t.he e^i&eTUw t& 'iotc neaMV''^ ^a-vih 
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tbat the water which the Chelsea and the Southwark Companies draw at Batteraea 
contains the greatest quantity of organic matter ; that it is the most impure ; and that 
fragments of the muscular fibre of food exist in the Southwark water. The other waters 
are of a better quality. , 

The mortality from cholera in the sub-districts of London is shown under two aspects ; 
thus, the mean mortality of the districts wholly or partially supplied by the New Biver 
Company in the two epidemics was at the rate of 15, 28, a8, 46, and 7o in every 10,000 
living on the successive terraces of elevation ; and the mortality in the sub-districts that 
are supplied by other companies at corresponding elevations is found to differ from this 
scale, some in excess, others in defect 

In the supply by all the companies extensive improvements are projected, and in some 
cases have been partiallv carried out The New Biver Company states in reply to an 
inquiry, that " works nave been since June in operation to prevent sewage from 
Waltham, Ponder's-end, and Tottenham running into the Biver Lea, which before 
affected the pumping station at Tottenham." On the terrace of 60 to 80 feet elevation, 
containing Berwick-street, the cholera was more fatal (30) in 1854 than it was in 1849 
when it was 25 ; but on the other elevations the mortality froin cholera was less than it 
was before, in the proportion of 18, 42, 72, and 73, in 1849; ^^'^ 1^* I4« I9i ai^d 
67 in 1854. to every 10,000 inhabitants, at the respective elevations, supplied with 
water by the New Biver. A similar decrease is observed in the mortsdity of the sub- 
districts supplied by the East Ix>ndon Company, which has latterly drawn its water three 
miles higher up the Biver Lea, than it did in 1849. 

The sub-districts that were supplied by the Grand Junction and by the West Middlesex 
Companies suffered much less from cholera in 1849 ^^Q ^^ sub-districts of the New 
Biver and the East London; but in 1854 the mortality increased in the districts of the 
two former companies, and in all the districts that derive their water fVom the Thames, 
which firom Kew down to Battersea and Chelsea has every year for the last five years 
received an increased quantity of town sewage. 

The Lambeth Company has in the interval between the two epidemics changed the 
source of its supply from Hnngerford Bridge to Thames Ditton, where the river is 
unpolluted by the London sewage ; but the pipes of this company run into the same 
districts as those of the Southwark Company, against which it was at one time in active 
competition, so that a special method of inquiry must be here resorted to. The Tables 1. 
and 2. ooly show that the sub-districts that were supplied wholly or partially with the 
impurest Thames water experienced a high and extraordinary mortality from cholera in 
1849, and again in 1854. 

The region of London south of the Thames is divided into 1 1 large districts, com- 
prising 4a sub-districts, which extend fh>m Putney in the west to Woolwich in the east, 
— firom the large tract of low ground along the Thames to the heights of Norwood and 
Sydenham. Many houses in every district derive their water supply from wells, pumps, 
and tidal ditches ; in addition to diese sources Bermondsey, St Olave, and Wandsworth 
are supplied almost exclusively by the Southwark Company ; the Greenwich and the 
Lewisham districts chiefly by the Kent Company ; in the streets of the other districts the 
pipes of the Lafbbeth and the Southwark Company — the one supplying water compara- 
tively pure, tlie other impure — are so intermingled that neither the informants nor the 
Begistrars knew in 823 cases out of 4,059 whether the house in which the death from 
cholera occurred obtained its water from the Lambeth, Southwark, or the Kent Company. 
. The officers of the latter company themselves have stated that they experience ahnost 
insuperable difficulties in distinguishing the houses which they supply in every street It 
is therefore evident, that in the general character of the houses, the means of the house- 
holders, the density of the popvSition, and the elevation of their dwellings, the difference 
is not considerable. The water supply is the chief element in which there is an evident 
difference; one class of houses is now supplied by water from Ditton, the other by 
water which the Southwark Company draws from. Battersea, where the Thames is 
contaminated by the London sewage. And what is the result? 

In the 26,107 houses that derived the water from Ditton 313 deaths from cholera 
occurred in ten weeks; in the 40,046 houses that received the impure water firom 
Battersea 2,443 persons it was ascertained died from cholera in the same time. The 
deaths in the latter districts exceeded by nearly 2,000 the deaths that would have occurred 
if cholera had only been as fatal as it was in the houses that derived their water fVom 
Ditton. The Begistrars were probably in some cases misinformed, but there is reason 
to believe that no undue proportion of the deaths is referred to houses that the Southwark 
Company supplies. 

The deaths are given in Table 3. as they were returned by the Begistrars in the eleven 
districts ; and it will be observed, that the balance of mortality is heaviest in every district 
against Uie impure water, to an extent that leaves little room for doubt on the mind. 

Thus in St Saviour Southwark, 280 of the deaths by cholera were in houses supplied 

by the Battersea water, 59 in houses supplied with the Ditton water. In the week ending 

September 2d the proportions were 58 to 11 ; in the week ending October 14th they 

were p to i. In St Olave, containing the hospitals, and in Bermondsey, an undue pro- 

portioa is perhaps referred to Southwark, 09 the ^e^istr^rs notice po ^a^es in bo^806 
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that derived water from wells and ditches. In St Oeorge Sonthwark 254 persons died 
of cholera in houses that were supplied with water from Battersea, 79 in houses that 
were supplied with water fhnn Ditton ; tiie proportions were 303 to 47 in Newington, 
349 to 95 in Lamheth, 306 to 6 in Wandsworth and Clapham, 167 to 34 in Camberwell; 
and so &e proportions ran week after week. And it will he observed that in Bermondsey, 
which is not entered by the Lambeth Company, 734 persons died by cholera in 1849, ^^^ 
846 in 17 weeks of 1854; while in Lambeth, which was wholly supplied ^ith impure 
water in 1849, the deaths in that ^ear by cholera were 1618, while in 17 weeks of 1854, 
when it was partially supplied with a comparatively purer water, the deaths by cholera 
were only 935 ; of which about 4*filtfas were in houses that received impure water. 

Works are now in progress for procuring better water for Southwark and for the rest 
of London ; and the salutary effects of the changes that have been already wrought 
justify us in anticipating that when London is well drained, and when the water com- 
panies supply London with the cool, pure, refreshiog water of the streams from the high 
grounds of Middlesex, Hertford, and Surrey on the system of constant supply, the health 
of the metropolis will be improved, and under wise medical arrangements the devastations 
of cholera, if they recur, will be no longer terrible. 

The next Table shows the effects of the water of the different com- 
panies, and the effect of the ditlerent elevations of the dwellings in 
districts supplied generally by the same companies.

The Lambeth Water Company obtams its supply from the Thames at Ttiame* Ditton, 
about a mile and a half above Kingston, and three miles beyood the influence of the tide. 
This Company supplied 16,10; hous«s in 1853. 

The Kent Water Company obtains its supply from the Ravcmboume beloT the 
Lewisham Mills. It supplied i4i594 houses in 1853. 

The furtber iaquiry to wliitli rcferuuce h&s been made in the Weekly 
Keturns, was undertaken at the inbtanco oi' the Board of Health Com- 
mittee for Scientific iDquiriea* ; and the general result, as stated in the 
lucid Report of Mr. Simon, the Medical Officer of the Board of Health, is : 
" the population drinking dirty water accordingly appcai-s to have suffered 
3^ times as much mortality as the population drinking other water." 

The results of this conclusive investigation of the Board of Hoaltli 
complete the inquiry.f 

We have now learnt in England that the mortality of a settled popula- 
tion, or of such moving boiliea of men as armies, in an epidemic of

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cholera, is reduced to- an insignificant fraction, — ^when they are lodged 
on places of some elevation — are supplied with pure water — are kept in 
generally favourable hygienic conditions— and obtain, when attacked by 
diarrhoea, immediate medical advice. 

The practical importance of these results is evident, when we reflect 
that the disease which they show us how to combat, destroyed within 
seven years, in two epidemics, little less than a quarter of a million of the 
population of the United Kingdom at home, where its visitations were 
less deadly than they were in our army and navy, abroad and among 
other nations. 

It is right to state that Dr. Snow by his hypothesis*, by his researches, 
and by his personal inquiries ; that the Registrar Greneral, by procuring 
information and by promoting inquiry ; as well as the Board of Health 
by their Report ; have all contributed in various ways to establish the 
fact, that the cholera matter or cholerine^ where it is most fatal, is 
largely diffused through watery as well as through other channels.

* The following is a yeiy brief outline of Dr. Snow's views as expressed in his last 
publication, Cholera and the Water Supply in the South Districts of London: 

" The cholera commences as an affection of the alimentary canal, and not with general 
illness ; there is no evidence of poisoning of the blood in this disease, except in some 
cases where secondary fever occurs ; there is conclusive evidence that cholera may be 
communicated from person to person, and it follows, therefore, that the morbid matter 
which produces the disease is applied to the interior of the alimentary canal, where it 
increases and multiplies during the period of so-called incubation, and passes off^ during 
the attack, to cause A«sh cases when suitable opportunities occur. Various circumstanoefe 
connected with the propagation of cholera, seem in accordance with the above view of 
its pathology. Thus, it was observed to pass frequently from person to person in the 
crowded habitations of the poor, who eat, drink, cook, and sleep in the same apartment, 
and pay little or no regard to cleanliness, who live, in fact, under drcumstanoes where 
the sudden and copious evacuations of cholera, soiling the bed and body linen, would not 
fail to contaminate the hands of the patient and his attendants, and be thenoe transferred 
to any food they might touch. The absence of colour and odour in the evacuations could 
not help to favour this result'* 

** It occurred to me, as soon as I began to entertain the above opinions, that if the 
cholera excreta could reproduce the disease in the way just mentioned, they might also 
do so when diffused in water taken as drink, and that unless this were the case, iht wbcde 
of the phenomena of cholera, as an epidemic, could not be explained."
